AGAINST BOYCOTTING. 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOLY COLLEGE 

AND ITS FINAL DECREE—AN ENG- 
LISH VIEW OF AMKRICAN POLITICS, 
, LONDON, April 30,—The following is the 
“ext of the Papal decree: “On several occa- 
sions the Aposioiic See has given tha people of 
Treland, w..on it has a’ways regarded with 
@2ecial benevolerce, suitable admonitions 
and scvc:, when circumstances required, 
as to how they micht defdnd tieir rights with- 
oxtinjury to juste or public peace. Our Holy 
‘Father, Leo XIII, fearing lest in the species of 
Warfare that has been iutroduced among 
the Irish in tho contests between 
Jandlords and  tevants and which 18 
commonly called the ‘plan of campaign,’ 
and in the kind of social interdict called ‘boy- 
cottiug.’ arising from the same contests, a true 
sense of justice and charity might be perverted, 
ordered the Supreme Congregation of 
the Inquisition to subject the matter 
to a serious and eareful examination. 
Hence the following was proposed to their 
Eminences the Cardinals of that congregation: 
Is it permissible in disputes between landlords 
and their tenants in Ireland to use means 
known as ‘the plan of campaign’ and 
* boycotting?’ After long and mature 
deliberation, their Emincnces unanimously 
answered in the negative, and their decision 
was confirmed by the Holy Father on Wednes- 
day, the 1Sth of the present month. 

The justice of this decision will be readily 
seen by any one who applies his mind to con- 
sider that a reut agreed on by mutual 
consent cannot. without violation of a 
contract, be diminished at the mere will 
of the tenant, especially when there are 
tribunals appointed for settling such controver- 
sies and reducing unjust rents within the 
bounds of equity, after taking into account 
the causes which diminish the value of 
the land. Neither can it. be considered 
permissible §that rents be extorted from 
tenants and deposited in the hands of unknown 
persons to the detriment of land owners. 
Finally, itis contrary to justice and charity to 
persecute by a sovial interdict those who are 
satistied to pay the rents they agreed to pay, or 
those whointhe exercise of their rights take 
vacant farms. 

It will therefore be your Lordship’s duiy 
prudently, but effectually, to advise and exhort 
the clergy and laity not to transgrees the bounds 
of Christian charity and justice while they are 
striving for a remedy for their distressed condi- 
tion.

He 
may next week decide whether America shall 
produce financial ruin in Paris and shake the 
French Republic by its treatment of De Les- 
seps’s Panama Cana! scheme.”

FRANCO-ITALIAN WAR TALE. 


NO APPREHENSIONS OF TROUBLE 
THE NEAR FUTURE.

LonpDoN, April 29.—Talks to-day with Sir 
Charies Dilke and others of the best-informed 
men in the diplomatic awim convince me 
that there is not much basis for apprehension 
concerning the Franco-Italian incident, at least 
in the immediate future. So far as I can gather, 
the scare was on the Italian side, and arose from 
the recent flurry of activity at the Toulon ar- 
senal and shipyards. The Italians seem to have 
construed this as the sign of an intention on 
the part of tha, French to attack them, and Gen. 
Boulanger’s rise gave this ideathe semblance 
of reality. All the men with whom I talked to- 
day agreeé in the opinion that Gen. Boulanger, 
if he came into power and was impressed by the 
necessity to have a warof some sort, would be 
much more likely to pick a quarrei with Italy or 
England than provoke an encounter with Ger- 
wany. Tho general European situation is felt 
to be ata highly critical and dangerous stage, 
but there are no detinite indications of near 
trouble anywhere which have not existed for 
the past two years.

THE MULLEN TUNNEL FIRE. 


EFFECT OF THE BLAZE ON THE NORTH- 
ERN PACIFIC. 

HELENA, Montana, April 29.—Examina- 
tion of the damage by tire atthe Mullen tunnel 
onthe Northern Pacific shows that the over- 
head line will be the only means of crossing the 
mountains for sometime. On the 900 feet of 
sheds at the western entrance of the tunnel less 
than 100 feet remain standing, and that is the 
beginning of the structure. The approach is in 
a deep cut. Ties in many places, where the 
track is cleared, were burned, and have been re- 
Placed, while rails lying alongside the tracks, 
warped in every conceivable shape, show the 
intensity of the heat. A force of men is av work 
clearing out the débris, and flat cars loaded with 
burniug timbers and earth are run down the 
track and unloaded. Yesterday, when the east- 
bound train passed the tunnel, men were at work 
cleaning the cut some 600 or 700 feet from the 
entrance, Which ie entirely closed, with the ex- 
ception of various apertures, through which vol- 
umes of smoke issue. .The ground there is of a 
dry and crumbling character, and it is constant- 
ly becoming drier from the heat. It will require 
the removal ef an immense quantity of earth 
after the fire in the tunnel shail have been ex- 
tinguished. The switchbuck is seemingly in 
tmoost excellent condition. A party of gentlemen 
waiked over while the train was being crossed 
in sections. The roadbed is tirm and the rails 
good. Every precaution is taken by the com- 
pany and each train is taken across the range 
by men who have been at the tunnel and on the 
switchDack since its construction.

A PROBABLY FATAL LAMP EXPLOSION. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 29.—A lamp ex- 
piosion on the south side to-night resulted in 
the serious injury of three persons, one of whom 
will probably die. Shortly after 9 o’clock Mrs. 
John Quillin, living at 310 Cabot way, started 
upstairs with a lighted lamp in her hand. Just 
as she . reached the top of the stairs the 


lamp exploded. Mra, Quillin was covered from 
head to foot with oil, and her clothes ignited im- 
mediately. Overcome with fright, she ran to a 
window in her room and jumped out, alighting 
on a brick pavement 35 feet below. Her acreams 
attracted the atention of the neighbi r , who ex- 
tinguished the flames aud carried her into an ad- 
joining house. Her clothing was almost burned 
off, and her body was burned to a ——-. 
Meanwhile Mr. and Mrs. Coleman Kilroy, who 
lived in the same house and had retired for the 
night, were aroused by the report of the explod- 
ing lamp. Mr. Kilroy jumped from the front 
window and was badly injured. His wife ran to 
the stairs and was met by a volume of 
flames which fillea the hall, She braved 
them, however, anc ran down stairs, but was 
painfully burned about the arms, face, and 
breast. Mrs, Quillin will probably not survive 
the night. Aside from her burns she was badly 
bruised ‘and was hurt internally. The tire was 
extinguished without much ioss to tle building 
or contents. ,

AT TWO OENTS A MILE. 

CuicaGo, April 29.—It is charged that 
the Louisville, New-Albany and Chicago Road 
has tor some time been carrying 90 per cent. of 
1ts passenger business on mileage books, which 
are furnished at 2 cents per mile. Whether this 
be true or not, it is the excuse given for the gen- 
eral cutting of rates to the two-cent basis by 
the competing lines. The Pennsylvania lines 
have made the rate to Indianapolis $3 70, and 
to Cincinnati and Louisville $8, and the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois and the “Big Four” have 
met the cut. The opiniun prevails ir passenger 
circles that the mileage book rates—2 cents a 
mile—will be extensively adopted within the 
next few months. The round-trip rates which 
have been put into effect by the New-Albany 
Road in consequence of the reductions on the 
other lines are expected to cause a still further 
cutting of rates.

GREAT FLOODS IN TEXAS 


MILES OF RAILROAD TRACKS 
WASHED AWAY. 

HEAVY RAINS CONTINUE TO SWELL THE 
OVERFLOWING RIVERS — FLOODS 
LOOKED FOR IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Paris, Texas, April 29.—The great floods 
in Northern Texas have not yet subsided. The 
rain ceased falling in this vicinity this morning. 

Trains on the Santa Fé between Paris, Dallas, 

and Cleburne are all abandoned, and the Texas 

Pacific was abandoned this morning. Wash- 

outs are reported on all these roads, some of 

them being miles in length. Near Daugherty 

Station in the Indian Territory, nearly ons 

mile of track on the Santa Fé bas been swept 

awaygby the overflow of the Wichita River. 

A landslide near the Arbuckle Mountains 

in the Territory has also occurred, cover- 

ing with dirt the track of the same 
roads for the distance of several hundred yards. 

From all information obtainable concerning the 

work of the storm in this county, great damage 

has been done. Houses, fences, and crops on 


the bottom lands have been completely swept 
away. of 

Parties just in from Red River report that the 
stream is rising rapidly, being already higher 
than it was almost ever known before, and is 
submerging all the adjacent country on both 
sides, thus destroying a part of the finest crops 
in North Texas and the northern part of the 


Chickasaw Nation. Elm and Pecan Creeks, 
which flow through the eastern and 
western portions of the country, are 
now outof their banks, and have submerged a 
great portion of the country. The water is still 
rising rapidly. In some places houses are now 
being held in place by strong ropes. In wany 
instances inbabitants of inundated territory are 
moving elsewhere, and several times to-day men 
have gone on wagons to rescue helpless wowen 
and children who nad become water-bound and 
were unable to save themselves. A report from 
Antiers, Indian Territory, says that a San 
Francisco freight went in the ditch,and tuat En- 
a Conroy and Fireman Flannagan were 
ed. 


Fort WortH, Texas, April 29.—Reports 
came in to-night from all sections showing that 
unprecedented rains have fallenin this part of 
Texas. Trains are running on no lines but the 
Houston aud Texas Central, Fort Worth and Rio 
Grande, and Texas Pacific east. A Lag of a 
freight train is reported near Bonham, Dut no 
one was hurt. The bridge over Marine Creek, 
two miles from this city, ie down, the last traiu 
on the cotton belt to crosg it leaving here this 
mmorming. 

A baro of iL. Thomas, six miles out, was 
burned by lichtning; loss, $900. A residence on 
Weatherford-street, this city, was rent by light- 
ning and damaged $1,200. A dam in East Fort 
Worth broke this evening and caused consider- 
able damage. Trains are reported from 12 to 
15 hours late. 


MuskoGEE, Indian Territory, April 29.— 
Heavy rains from Eufaula south to Texas have 
flooded the whole country north and south of 
the Canadian River, which is rising at the rate of 
41x inches per hour, and itis still raining. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway, south of 
Atoka, is under water for six or eight miles, 
and several miles of track are washed out. 
Boggy Creek has overflowed its banks 
and backed water over much of the country. 
Immense drifts of dead wood threaten the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas bridges on all its 
creeks within 100 miles north of Dennison. The 
passenger train that went south last nigbt re- 
turned from Atoka empty. The passenger train 
that went south this morning returned at 10 
o'clock to-night, bringing all the passen- 
gers, who will be sent to Texas over 
some other road: All the streams are 
terribly swollen, and the rain continuing there 
is no possibility that trains can be got through 
for several days. The bridge on South Boggy 
Creek is washed away. Farms are flooded and 
growing crops destroyed. It is impossible now 
to estimate the damage. Forty families at Le- 
high, 10 miles west of Atoka, have been com- 
pelled to abaudon their homes. No livesare lost 
20 far as KNOWL.

On: Friday a very heavy rain degan falling, 
which continued almost without cessation until 
to-day, when a snowstorm set in, which still 
continues and which extegds all over the North- 
west. There are still several feet of snow in the 
woods, which, with the warm rains, will go off 
very fast. While there is no danger at this 
— even if the flood should equal that of 

881, there is danger that the towns above and 
beiow may suffer considerable damage from the 
rise in the Mississippi River, which may be 
expected after a 72 hours’ heavy rainfall. A 
report from Rice Lake, Wis., says rain has fall- 
en more or less steadily on the Upper Chippewa 
for 36 hours. Dispatches received by the Chip- 
pewa Logging Company findicate that at leust 
three feet more water may be expected before 
morning. The Chippewa River has risen rapia- 
ly to-day. High water has suspended work in 
the saw mills and in the Phenix Iren Works 
and fiooded some buildings. Travel is suspend- 
ed on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Val- 
ley Division, below Eau Claire, and people are a 
little frightened. 

At Chippewa Falis the riveris still rising and 
is now nearly 16 feet above low-water mark. 
Duncan Creek is turbulent and in places over its 
banks. ‘the Chippewa Lumber and Boom Com- 
pany’s yard and office is surrounded by water 
overfiowed from Duncan Creek. The floodgates 
of the dams above have been opened to relieve 
pressure. Rain continues,tand two or three 
days wili cause a repetition of the flood of 1884. 
Great anxiety is felt by every one. 

At Merrill, Wis., the Wiscoaosin River is within 
4 inches of the high water of 1881, and is steadi- 
ly rising. No damage is yet reported, but sev- 
eral firms doing business near the river bank 
have commenced to move their goods from the 
basements. All the mills have shut down. 
Water covers the railroad tracka through the 
city, and is 2 inches deep over the, ‘acon bridge. 
There is considerable snow in the woods yet to 
come down. Specials from Wausea say 
The water in the Wisconsin River 
at that place 18 now up to the high- 
water mark, and steadily rising. Rain has been 
falling heavily at the head waters, and reports 
from tbe North state that the water has passed 
the high-water mark. The floodgates of the big 
dam at Tolahawk, 30 miles north of Wausea, 
were opened at 4 o’clocK to save the dam from 
being carried out. Great fears are entertained 
that this large body of water will strike Waasea 
before morning. Millimen are greatly alarmed,

A MEXICAN TRAIN ROBBERY. 
City oF MEXICO, via El Paso, April 29.— 
Friday night at 6:30 the passenger train on the 
Inter-Oceanic Railway wae robbed by highway- 
mentwo miles east of Torolo, where the road 


crosses the Mexican Railway. There were 14 
highwaymen. Some of them boarded the train 
at Torvlo and the rest were waiting by the road. 
Two men had climbed on to the tender and, 
when the train reached the place where their 
friends were -stationed, they drew their 
istols on the engine driver and ordered 
im to stop the engine. The engineer 
is an American named MoNeal, and al- 
though a man of courage, he was so completely 
taken by surprise that be readily obeyed the 
orders. The robbers went through the train, 
stripping the passeugers of their valuables. 
The loss is reported at.$10,000. Troops are al- 
ready on their track, but as yetit is not known 
what the chances of overtaking them are. It 1a 
believed that thése robbers arethe same who 
some time ago were marauding between 
Amecarneca and Popocatapetl, and who were

THE LAST OF THE BISONS. 


AN EXPEDITION TO PERPETUATE THE 


RACE OF BUFFALOES, 

Cuicaco, April 29.—Mr. Clinton A, 
Snowden, editor of the Chicago 7imes, proposes 
to utilize the winged speed of the carrier pigeon 
as news messengers. An expedition has been 
organized, the object of which will be to save to 
the world what members remain of the once 
numerous bison family of the great plains. It 
has been determined that of the millions which 
once roamed on the prairies of the far 
West only 75 or 100 remain, and these 
are roaming in the extreme Southwestern por- 
tion of Texas, hundreds of miles from 
the nearest habitation of man. This expedition, 


which ie to start in a few days, will be under the 
leadership of C. J. Jones, or ** Buffalo” Jones, as 
he is called from his earlier habits in connection 
with the big monarch of the plains. The band 
will be composed of six experienced plainsmen 
and cowboys. Shepherd dogs and several blood- 
hounds will accompany the party, whose busi- 
ness it will be to keep a vigilant watch on the 
buffaloes after they have been “ rounded up.” 
The leading purpose of the expedition is to 
perpetuate a species of animals which is tkor- 
oughly typical of Amerivan animal life, one of 
the controlling ideas of the trip being to kill 
none of the animais while corralirg them, or 
after their capture. A representative of the 
Ti;~es will accompany the expedition, and his 
duties will be to reduce the latest occurrences to 
writing on the thinnest of manifold paper, at- 
tach it to the featuery messenger, and bidit an 
affectionate good bye and a safe and speedy 
journey. The pigeons will have been homed 
at a telegraph station nearest the ‘“ seat 
of war,” and owing to their inatincts 
they will at once make a correct flight fer this 
point, no matter where they are treed. Arriving 
at the station the birds will be relieved of their 
burden by the telegraph operator, and the pews 
thus brought will be wired to the Chicago J'imes 
and through the medium of the Associated 
Press to all quarters of the globe, telling the 
sad story of the last of the wild buffaloes and 
describing the last hunt that will ever be made. 


IRELAND AND THE VATICAN. 


PATRICK EGAN’S VIEWS ON THE PAPAL 
DECREE. 

LINCOLN, Neb., April 29.—On the ques- 
tion of the papal condemnation of the plan of 
campaign Mr. Patrick Egan, ex-Presideut of the 
Irish National League of America, said to-day: 

“Such a course on the part of Rome has been 
expected by those acquainted with the current 
of the intrigue passing between the Tory Gov- 
ernment and the Vatican. Rome has always 
been more friendly with English Toryism than 


with Irish Nationality, or even with Eng- 
lish Liberalism. It has long been the am- 
bition of the papal advisers to secure 
direct diplomatic relations with England, to 
have an accredited representative at the 
Court of 8%. James, andi an English Minister at 
the Vatican instead of carrying on diplomacy or 
intrigue through unofficial inediums like Orring- 
tog. It 18 also a pet svheme to have estab- 
lished and endowed a Catholic university in 
Ireland. It is understood that the Tory 
Government has promised to satisfy both 
desires on condition that the authority 
of the Papacy should be exercised toward 
what they are pleased to term the pavification 
of Ireland—in other words, the crippling of the 
National League. The belief that such a result 
could be accomplished threugh such means 
shows utter stupidity on the part of the 
Tories and most extraordinary absence 
knowledge at Rome of the condition 
of things in Ireland. The National League in 
Ireland was being sore pressed by the length 
and severity of the present struggle, but this 
attempt at spiritual interference in matters 
partly temporal and political will put new life 
= energy and determination into the move- 
ment, wul raise up unexpected difficulties for 
England, and bring no credit or advantage to 
Rome.” $ 

LOCK-OUT OR STRIKE.

TROUBLE AHEAD AT THE ST. 
BREWERIES. 

St. Louis, April 29.—A brewery labor 
clash in St. Louis is certain to occur on Tuesday, 
May 1, but whether it will be in the shape of 
a strike oralock-out is net yet known. The 
attitudes of the brewery employes and the 
master brewers are so directly opposite, how- 
ever, that one or the other phase of the trouble 
issureto come. Both sides have formulated 
ultimatums, and it now only remains to be seen 
which will act first on the aggressive. The em- 
ployes have been demanding quietly, in the 


name of the union, a renewai of the con- 
tract under which they have been 
working, and which expires on May 1, 
They may also have included some other de- 
mands, but if so they are of miaor importance 
and not known to the public. Unless the con- 
tract is signed, allthe employes belonging to 
the union will refuse to go to work on Tuesday, 
This was determined on to-day at alargely at- 
tended meeting held in St. Louis Hall, at which 
a@ secret circular was formulated, the contents 
of which is refused the press and public, and 
which 1s intended for dissemination amoug the 
fraternity at large. 

All the big breweries of St. Louis, employing 
several thousand men, are involved in the pend- 
ing trouble. The master brewers have already 
issued their ultimatum—that under po circum- 
stances will any more contracts be signed, and 
that they will 1ook out the employes making the 
demands first. This, in short, isa refusal to ree- 
ognize the union brewers. The maater brewers 
claim that when the strike or lock-out occurs 
they will be prepared for the emergency so far 
as labor is concerned.

THE NORTH ATLANTIO SQUADRON. 

PENSACOLA, Fla, April 29.—Yesterday 
morning the vessels of the North Atlantic squaa- 
ron got under way from their anchorage off the 
navy yard in obedience to a signal from the 
flagship Richmond, and started down the bay. 
The pilots had reported only 16 feet of water on 
the bar, and stated that there would not be the 
normal amount until the wind changed, the 
present strong northeast wind having biown ali 
the water out of the bay, but soundings by one 
of the navigating officers of the squad- 


run showed this statement to be erro- 
neous, and that there was enough 
water for the vessels, providing the sea 
was not too heavy. Tne Yantic, Galena, 
and Ossipee passed over without any great dif- 
ticulty, aud continued on to Mobile Bay, where 
they anchored about 25 miles below the city, 
but the Atlanta, the deepest draught ship of the 
squadron, did not make the experiment, as the 
seas Were breaking heavily and she required a 
greater depth tharm the others, some of which 
had only found barely enough water to keep 
them off the hard sandy bottom. Consequently 
the Atlanta and the Richmond returadd to the 
navy yard anchorage, where they wili remain 
until to-morrow morning and then make the at- 
tempt tocross the bar. About Wednesday the 
entire squadron will start for New-Orleans for a 
week or ten Gays’ stay, which place will be the 
mail address for the present.

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SHOT HIMSELF IN CHURCH 


SUICIDE OF A MINISTEK AT 
WHITE PLAINS. 
THE REV. EDGAR L. HEERMANCE TAKES 
HIS LIFE IN THE PULPIT—INSANITY 
BELIEVED TO BE THE CAUSE. 


The village of White Plains, Westchester 
County, received a shock yesterday afternoon 
by the report that the Rev. Edgar L. Heermance, 
Pastor of the Presbyterian Church, had com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in the head. 
At about 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon he was 
sitting in the pulpit, with the sexton of the 
church, John B!akely, who has served in that 
capacity for many years, and they were talking 
about church matters, the minister seeming 
perfectly rational and not excited in the 
least. The sexton went for a pitcher of ice 
water, as Mr. Heermance had said that 
he was tbirsty, and had _ scarcely shut 
the door behind him, leaving the Pastor sitting 
alone in the pulpit, when he was startled by a 
loud report of a pistol. Hastening back to ascer- 
tuin the cause he found the Pastor lying on the 
floor behind the pulpit, bleeding profusely from 
a bullet wound in his right temple. A 32-calibre 


pistol lay beside him and waa his weapon of seif- 
destruction. 


The old sexton gave an alarm and summoned 
assistance. While some were hastily dispatched 
for medical aid others tenderly lifted the uncon- 
scious man from the floor and carried him to his 
residence, a few blocks further up Broadway. 
There everything possible was done to restore 
him to consciousness, butin vain. Drs. Schmid, 
Curtiss, and Haight arrived as quickly as 
possible and probed the wound for the 
bullet, but could do nothing for the 


unfortunate man. He lingered between life and 
death until 7:45 o’clock last evening, when he 
died without regaining consciousness. Hs leaves 
a widow, who is a daughterof President Woolsey 
of Yale College; two sons, Wovisey and Edgar, 
and one daughter, Laura. At the time that he 
shot himself nis wife was teaching her class in 
the Sunday school room. 

Itis generally believed that Mr. Heermance 
was temporarily insane when he shot’ nimself, 
and it is thought that this was brought on by his 
worriment over the affairs in his church. He 
and the congregation, for the last few yeara, 
have not got — well. It is also reported 
that he and bis brother some time ago lost 
some $70,000 in the dry goods trade, in 
which they had interests. He owned 
his house on Broadway, and was con- 
sidered well-to-do. His library was one of 
the most eomplete in the country. The 
was an earnesty and lat times eloquent preach- 
er, but he had away of telling the plain truth 
about some things which did not always suit 
those members of his flock. Mr. Heermance was 
present at the service yesterday merniag. He 
appeared to be in unusually good spirits, and 
greeted cordially many from whom he had been 
estranged for a long time. 

Mr. Heermance, who was 55 years old, was 
born in Kinderhook, Columbia County, iu this 
State, and was graduated from Yale College. 
He came to this city and engaged in the dry 
xoods business. His religious enthusiasm was 
awakened by his listening to the preaching of 
the Rev. Dr. Adams, and he decidea to retire 
from business aud enter the church. Ac- 
cordingly he went to Yale again and studied 
in the [heological Seminary, and tien was or- 
dained. About 17 years ago he was made Pas- 
tor of the Broadway Church at White Plains. 
He took a very lively interest in local politics as 
a Republicau. He was a warmtemperance ad- 
yocate, though nota Prohbibitionist, and was in 
favor of high license. 

A part of his congregation became dissatisfied 
with his style of preaching last Winter, and he 
had some trouble with the Elders of the church. 
He was asked to tender his resigaation, but he 
declined to cemply with the request, and the 
Elders stopped his salary. About February, he 
finally handed in his resignation and asked them 
to pay kim his back salary. He preached 
&. farewell sermon, said he forgave his 
opponents, and everything was supposed 
to be settled — satisfactoril;. As he 
owned a fine honer- at Witte: Ptatha-we “tetirea 
to remain there, and often atrended the Eptsco- 
pal Church in that place. His friends noticed 
that he had been acting somewhat gueerly for 
some time, and when they heard- of his death 
expressed the opinion that he wasipsane. One 
of his brothers, it was said, had died insane, 
and arelative on his father’s side was also said 
to have been eimilarly afflieted. 

Coroner Tice of Mount Vernon impaneled a 
jury and he!d an inquest at 11 o’clock last night 
when a verdict was returned that the deceased 
man had committed suicide while suifering from 
temporary insanity. 

Fcer some time, it seems, as was brought out 
at the mauest, the dead minister has expressed 
himself as longing for death and ready to dle, 
and even hints of the final fate which he chose 
are said to have sometimes falien from bim. 

His brother, Col. Heermance, is in Atlantic 
City. He was telegraphed for immedistely, and 
his daughter arrived from Yonkers last night. 


MISS HUNTINGION WILL GU. 


NOT SATISFIED WITH HER SALARY AS A 
** BOSTONIAN.” 

St. Paut, Minn., April 29.—It now ap- 
pears that Miss Huntington is to sever her con- 
nection with the Bostonian Opera Company, not 
because she is to head @ company of her own, 
nor because of her physician’s advice, but be- 
cause there’s a difference of $50 per week be- 
tween the singer and Messrs. Karl, McDonald, 
and Barnabee. A year ago Miss Huntington 
wae urged to organize a company of her 


own, and was offered financial backing, 
but acting upon the advice of her 
mother she accepted the offer of $250 
a week from the Bostonians. Although pos- 
sessimg a purely contrajto voice, her work, 
she says, has been mostly in mezzo-soprano 
parts, and the strain upon her vocal organs 
has been very severe. Miss Huntington de- 
nies, however, that she haa bcen out of voice 
at any time during the season and asserts 
that she has had three offers from as many dif- 
ferent managers for next year’s work. One 
olfer came from the Drury-Lane Theatre, Lon- 
don; another from Berlin, and a third from 
Vienna, the last two to sing in German opera.

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SHOT THE STRIKER DEAD. 


A TRAGEDY RESULTING FROM THE BUR- 
LINGTON STRIKE. 

GaLesBuRG. IIl., April 29.—There is 
greater excitement in this railroad town to- 
night than there has been before at any time 
since the engineers and firemen of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Road went out on their 
great strike. Men armed with Winchesters 
guard the jail, the doors of which are fastened 
with heavy timbers. Among the strikers there 
is afaruglier feeling than has heretofore been 
developed and a cordial desire to get hold of 
Albert W. Hedberg, 2 young man of 22, whois 


locked up in the jail, charged with Kilung one 
of the striking engineers and fatally injuring 
another. 

Hedberg is one of the new men in the 
employ of the Burlington Road. As he was 
going to his home last night he was met 
by two men, Herbert B. Newell and George 
Cable, both old “Q” enginemen. As he met 
them they sprang upon him, be says, Newell 
comtog up from behind and getting an arm 
around his neck. As he felt them overpower 
him Hedberg drew hia revolver and fired two, 
and perhaps three ,shots. He says that he took 
no alm, and tired with the idea of Dringing help 
rather than killing his assailants. But the shots 
told, for Newell dropped dead in the street, one 
of the bullets baving passed throngh his heart. 
Cable ran across the way, and then caine stag- 
gering back before he fell. He was shot through 
the head. 

This is Hedbere’s own story of the shooting, 
Alderman Peter Herickim, as uncle of Herberg, 
who was oue of the tirst toarriveon the spot, 
arrested the young man and hurried bim off to 
jail. Acrowd collected very quickly, for there 
are many idje men in Galesburg just now, and 
as the atrikers were strongly represented it bid 
fairto become a revengetul mob. No attack 
was made on the jail, however, as the men 
lacked a leader, although there was an intense 
desire to avenge the death of Newell without the 
aid of the law. Neither Newell nor Cable was 
armed at tne time of the uftray, and when this 
fact leaked out the crowd grew wore than ever 
like a mob. The two wen, it was learned, were 
vo their way to Alderman Herickims to tuke 
bim to a Demooratic caucus, and so happened to 
meet Hedberg in frontof his uncle’s house and 
but a little way from his own. 

An inquest was begun to-day, at which Mrs. 
Aleck McKee, who saw the shooting, testified. 
What she said agreed very closely with Hed- 
berg’s account of the circumstances, but ber tes- 
timony lost some ofits force from her evident 
dislike for the strikers. She is the wife of one 
of the new engineers. She testified that she ran 
into the street, and as she did so Cable came up 
to her Dieeding from the wound in hia 
head. ‘“‘Are you a striker?” she sald, 
when he asked her to send for a doctor. Again 
he asked her to get him help, and again she 
asked, “Are you a striker?” adding, “If you 
were not l’d take you into the house anu dress 
your head wyself.” ‘This incident shows as 
well as anything else the strained relations 
between the strikers and the new mer. No 
other witnesses of importance testified to-day, 
aud the inquest will be coutinued to-morrow. 

Cabie’s condition is critical, and the doctors 
give no hope ot his surviving his wound. He 
had been with the *Q” for years. Newellrana 
Burlington engine for 18 years before the strike. 
Hedberg repeated{ his story when questioned at 
the jail to-day. He said that he was sorry to 
have shot the strikers, but that he acted purely 
in self-defense, and thathe had not taken aim 
when he fired his revolver. The Mayor, in view 
ofthe public excitement, had the jail barricai- 
ed, but to-night the town is stil greatly worked 
up.

SEVEN HORSES ROASTED TO DEATH. 

RocHEstTeER, April 29.—Fire broke out in 
the rear of the house of Norton Johnston in

STARTING NEW LINES.

PARIS SALON PAINTINGS 


SOME GOOD WORK AND SOMZ 
NEW DEPARTURES. 
A GREATER NUMBER OF SMALL PICTURES 
ACCEPTED—WHAT AMERICANS HAVE 
DONE—THE PICTURES IN DETAIL. 


Paris, April 29.—The new Salon is cer- 
tainly not superior to that of last year. There 
is less nudity perhaps, less impressionist extrav- 
agance, and quite as many extraordinary por- 
traits. In one respect there is a welcome inno- 
vation, The jury has accepted larger numbers 
of small pictures than I remember ever seeing 
before. This will be a godsend to the painters 
themse!ves, for the necessity of wasting a lot of 
time on a big show picture for the Salon, which 
had little chance of finding a purchaser, has 
rested very heavily on all but the most pros- 
perous of artists. The result heretofore has 
been that many clever painters were unable to’ 
spare their time and money for the mere 
giury of having a big canvas in the 
Salon. The average this year 1s very good, 
but there are fewer exceptional works than 
usual. Itis too soon to pronounce on the ques- 
tion of the new talent. The contemplation of 
2,586 paintings in one day isa task sufficient 
unto itself without the responsibility of discov- 
ering on the spot hitherto unknown but shining 
lights. There are signa that the Salon suffers by 
the er owing number of minor exhibitions as 
well as by the attention being already given to 
the great international exposition of next year. 
Young American students are seen to excellent 
advantage this year and members of the jury 
are outspoken in praise of their progress as a 
whole. 

The most sensational picture in the Salon 
carrés ia Albert Maignan’s “ Tocsin,” which is 
expected to ring,qut a loud call for the medailie 
d@’honneur a’ against Benjamin Constant. it is 
a huge uptilted bell, out of which ali sorts of 
frantic, sembre figures of men and women are 
tumbling, typifying the various phases of fire, 
attack, flood, and disaster, of which they scream 
warning cries. Fernand Cormon is represented 
this year only by a portrait of Rochegrosse, who 
does not appear at all. Flameng and Diaz are 
admirable in large additional compositions for 
the Sorbonne, but the subject begins to be tire- 
some. Jean Paul Lamens, besides ‘ Ophelia,” 
which is already familiar to readers of THE TIMES, 
has a strong, vigorons head of Mounet Sully as 
“Hamlet,” both being among the rarest gems of 
the collection. Clairin also exhibits a study of 
the same actor in the samerdle. Carolus Duran 
has a delightful portrait of his daughter, which 
Was exhibited at the London Royal Academy 
last year, and avery powerful head, ** Franc¢ais.” 
Among a number of choice decorative panels 
those of Commerre and Humbert are the best. 
Arcos sends w# capital figure of a tattered old 
darky whichis oneof the cleverest things in 
the Salon. Jules Lefebvre, besides a head of a 
littie Madeleine in a black hat and scarf, 
shows a large picture of great beauty 
called “The Orphan.” An old grandmother 
is praying ina village church, and the child be- 
hind her stares at you with large, wistful eyes. 
The effect is very simple and pathetic. One ot 
the succés de rire will be an amusing spectacie 
by Pelez of the front of a circus. In one corner 
is atroupe of dejected musicians; in anothera 
crying drummer hoy, beside a sulien, trowsy 
female in pink tights, andajovialclown. The 
‘*Mouillage” by Berne Bellecour 1s exquisite in 
tinish. : 

Birge Harrison of Philadelphia has a picture 
of the * Farewell to the Maytiower in Holland,” 
which attracts attention. Ridgeway Kuight 
passed before the jury with flying colors, and 
his pictare looks better than ever in the Salon 
light. Reichart comes out strong this year, as 
does Charles Sprague Pearce, both of whom are 
favorably spoken of. The picture of Edward 
Simmons for the St. Louis Exhibition stands 
the Salon test well. Missa Strongof San fran- 
cisco shows steady improvement. William Paird 
has.a delightful landscape near the Seine. 
Edwin Lord Weeks’s picture, already described 
in your columns, gains in hanging. Its coloris 
exceptionally fine. Walter Gay’s ‘‘ Bendicite” 
shows excellent work, and is one of the featurey 
of the room. 

THE ARTISTS AND THEIR WORK. 

Below will be found a detailed list of the 
more important works in this year’s exbibition, 
with some account of the subjects treated, and 
the effects they produce on the observer: 

M. DB VUILLEFROY.—‘* Vaches Normandes,”’ 
by this artist, is considered the best effurt yet 
made by him. The landscape is well treated, 
and the novel idea of giving a sort of humorous 
hint to the cattle scene, where the cows are but- 
ting their horns against the iron wire ofthe 
fence, is most effective. The animals are mar- 
velously lifelike; in his own peculiar line this 
artist need fear no competition. His second 
picture—‘‘ Horses in a Pasturage”’—is of less im- 
portance, but most interesting in treatment. 

KUEUL.—In the work by this artist is shown 
@ small chapel, evidently used for the children 
only. Ina sort of long vestibule is an organ; a 
priest is playing, and the choir boy stands near 


singing. The arrangement is clever. The sec- 
ond picture of the same artist shows the interior 
of a sunlit room, and at a table before the win- 
dows are seated three men, to Whom a servant 
is bringing in some refresnment. 


CABANEL.—A fine portgait ofivan Loon, the 
great Holland merchant, is shown by Cabanel, 
and also a bewitching one, in the artist’s finest 
manner, of the Chicago beauty, Miss Leiter. 


Another splendid poertraitis thatof Mme. Van 
Loon in alight blue velvet dress. Thut of Miss 
Leiter is the best, however, and is certainly the 
prettiest head in the whole Salon. 


EvuGENE GIRARDET.—Here we have a home 
scene. A fisherwoman bids her babe kiss its 
hand to the burly fellow who stands near them 
ready to start for work with his nets slung over 


his snoulder and his baskets on hisarm. The 
background is picturesque and the composition 
interesting. 


JULES DBNEULIN.—The artist’s usual eccen- 
tric old man, with very little leg in his pan- 
taloons, anda wooden dog are shown. Heis 
buying a hare so as to be able to carry home 


something in his game bag. The artist calls it 
** Jamais bredouille.” The same painter sends a 
second edition of the same Lero taking coldina 
wet marsh while off shvoting. : 


IvVILL.—A charming scene from Dordrecht, 
Holland, is here. There are nice details in the 
foreground and excelient atmosphere of Novem- 
ber. The same artist gives the ‘Meuse at 
Dordrecht in October.” 

GEROME.—A very large composition by Géréme 
is called “The Poet.” The latter reclines on 
the sand, near the sea, dressed in the costume 
of 1830. The Goddess of Poetry—she is rather 
stout—stands behind him: she touches bis head, 
thus awakening, apparently, the vision depicted 
by the painter. To the right is Nérée, guard- 
ing the flocks of seais; Venus is on the top of 
w wave, surrounded by cupids; three sirens, 
with outstretched arms, scem tobe singing to 
the breeze; Neptune advances on bis horses; 
Polyphemus is on his rock, and Phaeton falls 
from the sky. The chariot of Apollo passes 
before the sun. Numerous nude figures recline 
on the sands. The same artist exhibits a smaller 


canvas. Inu the desert a lion has found s small 
ool of water, and he crouches down to sip the 
ew glittering drops. Around him is the im- 
wensity of sky and horizon. 


HENRY Bacon.—We jsee in Mr. Bacon’s work 
an old man making a boat for his grandson. He 
sits in the door of a caloge, a sort of house built 
in # boat, and familiar to the sea bathers of 


Etretat. The lad stands near, watching the 
progress with keenest interest. ' 


JEAN AUBERT.—Another version ©. the Love 
Merchant is given by Aubert. She stands in. ag. 
inclosure, with usual landscape, and several

FRANQGAIS.—The artist’s one hundredth view 
of the chateau of Clisson in the Autumn is 
shown. 

ADRIEN MOREAU.—“ Dans le Parc” is another 
Louis XTIL. scene and a love duet of the seven- 
teenth contury, which does not stamp the face 
of the woman, however, being decidedly mod- 


ern. This painter also essays peasant life—that 
Bretonic mania of the hour. He calls it ‘ Le 
Retour du Maréhé.” A couple of women are 
coming back in their boat from the market 
town, and their barge is full of chickens and 
vegetables, In contrast to the more poetical 
foreground of pond lilies. 


REALIER-DuMAS.--The millionaire!painter made 
the Napoleon at Brienne last year. This Napo- 
leon is a hero of the famous 10th of August, 
when he criticised the poor defense of royalty. 


The artist supposes that Napoleon bas been able 
to enter the Tuileries. He is standing in the 
throneroom, with folded arms and profile turning 
toward you; he is lookifie at the érmine royal 
urinties and the dead body of a Swiss guard. 
Beyond, in the gallery, is the populace howling 
and fighting and taking bold possession of the 
premises. The idea and composition outvalues 
the painting. 


BOUGUEREAU.—Besides a singlé figure of a 
bather this celebrated painter has a marvelous 
delineation of what he calls ‘‘ The First Grief.” 
A father and his daughter are weeping over the 


dead body of a son. Itisa notable example of 
the master’s perfect drawing and smooth, rich 
bandling. 


HITCHCOCK.—A very gray picture, not by any 
ymeans equal to the tulip study of last year, is 
sent by Hitchcock. In frontis along line of lilies, 
with hlac bushes behind, and beyond these walks 


Mary. Tho legend of the picture is ‘‘ Behold, I 
am the servant of the Lord.’ The title is ** The 
Annunciation.” 


Javy.—* Retour du Paturage” shows @ lad 
bringing over the hills, ina vast horizon and 
landscape, a herd of cattle. 

JAZET.—We see from this artist a reading of 
the story of the attack on Paris of Commandant 
Treve and his regiment during the Commune. 

ToNY ROBERT-FLEURY.—A _ porirait of the 
Princess Tetka before her marriage to Maurice 
Bernhardt meets us now. She stands in a white 
gatin robe before a bank of great palms. 

MILLE. BILINSKA.—A very Temurkable portrait 
is shown of Mime, Martin, a noted philanthro- 
vist of Lyons. 

KATE GREATOREX.—Miss Greatoréx sends a 
large picture representing a flower girl in Flor- 
ence standing on the banks of the Arno in the 
morning mist arranging her small bouquets. 

ELINOR GREATOREX.—A_ picture of Easter 
fiowers is sent by Elinor Greatorex. 

Couix.—An interesting ball scene, with charm- 
ing effects of light and character study, comes 
trom Colina. 

DrELOontT.—‘* Départ peur la Chasse” represents 
a gentleman in the conventional ulster, with 
cape, and a lady, standing watching for the com- 
jing train inthe railway station at Montigny. 
itis, ithink, one of the few modern essays of 
lhe artist. He also exhibits another painting, 
one already described as in the Mirliton Club. 

AUGUSTE FLEMING.—‘‘ Embarking of Oysters 
at Cancale at Low Tide” a busy scene 
with aloweringsky. In ‘La Houle,’ where the 
boats are stowed away, the moonlight effect is 
very picturesque. 

EMILE LEVY.—A portrait of Chapua, the sculp- 
tor, and “The Hirth of Bonjamin’ come from 
Levy. The latter eveut is taken in a realistic 
Bense, With a very modern grandpapa and a still 
more modern baby. 

MLLE. JULIA MArrsT.—This pupil of Gervex 
has dashed into the sensational. The body ofa 
dead woman is being watched by anun. The 
scene is well descriped, in broad daylight, with 
tapers, &e. The indifferent bearing of the Sister 
—too used to such daily task to te much im- 
pressed—is well delineated. Mlle. Marest sends 
kasv a portrait. 

COUTURIER.—* The Taking of the Malakoff” is 
very animated. Another work by the same aftist 
rives a version of sailors preparing signals in a 
ralm sea on board the Devastation. 

Jiunvex.—A lady is here seen in a tub; raising 
her long hair with one hand, she turns her back 
to the spectator and stretches out her arm for 
the maid to slip on her bathing gown—another 
queer subject, lacking the vim and dash of the 
“Masked Blonde” of last year. We have also 
the portrait of Mine. Jane Hading of the Varié 
tes. 

PIERRE BILLET.—“Shrimp Fishing’ is a 
Charming scene, showing excellent observation. 
The threo women pushing their nets through 
the rising tide are picturesque in outline and 
the peculiar misty atmosphere is admirable. 

HaAQukrtro.—The usual boat is this year called 
“ Allons.”” The men are pulling and hauling ata 
big netful of herrings. 

MONGINOT.—"* Monnaie shows a 
monkey that has pushed over a brass candle- 
stick and contemplates further depredation 
a:nongst the bric-& brac. Itis simply a fanciful 
reading of still life. 

Maik. DEMONT-BrteTON.—This daughter of Jules 
Isrcton lends tho picture of a woman holdingin 
her arms a naked baby while she dips her fin- 
gers into the wooden tub to see if the water is 
of the right temperature. The same artist has 
auother canvas culled ‘The Twins.” A mother 
helds up ber babes by means of a handkerchief 
passing under their arms; she allows them to 


stumble long the sunny grass, picking the fower- 
#ts. 


DEMONT-BRETON.—The husband of the fore- 
gving offers a moonlight scene, with workmen 
and women coming through the poppy field. It 
is poetical and far from banal. He has also a 
sceond picture, called ‘‘ Les Buchoronus.” One 
man is laboring very hard to cut down a tree, 
while his comrade sits on a log close by and 
enjoys his pipe. The picture is to illustrate a 
anow effect. 

LOUSTONEAU. — An admirable composition 
comes from this artist. It is very descriptive of 
the military construction of a bridge by the En- 
gineer Corps and remarkable in detail It is in 


full sunlight, and the best thing yet carried out 
by this conscientious artist, especially in the at- 
mospheric effects. : 


DETAILLE—‘‘Lo Réve du Drapeau” is a very 
large canvas for this artist aud the work of 
some four years. The Old Guard is seen in a 
vision in the sky in the charge of Waterloo. 
The sleeping forms of the men are stretched out 
ou the ground, in varied and picturesque atti- 


tudes, ‘heir guns are stackedina long linein 
the centre of the picture, and in the foreground 
the flag is furled and placed across two of them. 
It tells the whole story. The idea of the compo- 
sition is admirable, full of sentiment, and heroic 
feeling. The picture has been purchased by the 
Government. 


ELIZABETH GARDNER—* The two Mothers’’ is 
what I might callasweet picture. One mother 
holds her child near to her in a humble kitchen 
room, and the second mother is a hen with her 


chicks. The faces of mother and child are win- 
some and familiar. 


HENNER.—This artist’s portrait of a lady looks 
very much like his usual mode]. Henver also 
sends a “St. Sebastian.” It is a largo picture. 

MOREAU DE Tours.—In ‘“‘ Le Drapeau” Lieut.- 
Col. Becquet salutes the flag of the Ninety-first 
Regiment. This is one of the many military 
compositions ordered by Boulanger when Minis- 


ter of War, numbers of which were shown last 
year. 


Cazin.— Aprés le Travail’ represents peas- 
ants coming back from their work in the twi- 
light. The people look like laborers, tired and 
rude, and the atmosphere is well observed and 
rendered. 

BourGAIN.—The inside of a battery is seen 
with sailors going through their cannon prac- 
tice. There are good white effects and great de- 
tail. 

OzxsaR Dety.—Here we meet with falcon 
sport—a start for the hunt under Louis XI. be- 
ing shown. Is always the same finish and 
nicety, and always the same thing comes from 
the artist. 

DaGNAN BOUVESET.—‘‘ Une Bernoise” repre- 
sents a robust Swiss girl, with rosy cheeks, good 
nature, and plenty of health. 

LOUISE ABBEMA.—A fportrait of Bernhardt’s 
niece is sent by this lady. We lave gray costume 
and s rose background, with a large Danish dog. 

EMILE ADAN.—‘* November” shows the en- 
virons vf Montmorency, with peasants loading 
fagots—a charming sconce. 

. GUILLAUME DuBUre.—-A very large composi- 
tien, called “Lhe Postical Trinity,” is sent by 
Dubufe, It represents the apothevsis of Lamar- 

tine, Museet, and Hugo. : 

DpuTscH.—Deutsch has an Oriental scene;

attendants stand like so many statues, in abject 
respect. 

LHERMITTE.—We see from this artist a poas- 
ant mother nursing her half-nude baby. Sheaits 
on a bundle of hay; the husband has thrown 
himself down near by. Itis a simple, touching 
page full of sentiment, and framed in a charm- 
ing perspective. 

KAEMMERER.—In Kaemmerer’s werk a pretty 
girl, with large black eyes, dressed in the Em- 
pire costume, stands in the centre of the pict- 
ure playing on a harp and singing. Her 
profile and hands are delightful. Behind sit 
women of the period talking together, and the 
beaus, in the fult glery of frill shirf and yards 
of spotless necktie, seem toe be intorested in the 
gossip. The painting is well composed. — 

DELPY.—A river scene called “Setting Sun” is 
sent by Delpy. There isa bend in the stream 
and an island indentation with high trees, 
facing the opposite bank; the same incidents 
familiar to every water bank in France. The 
work is interesting, however, and carefully 
dene. 

GRANDJEAN.—The horse market near Belleville 
isshown. The scene is alarge and comprehen- 
five one, including @ long vista of houses and 
the country near by. It is animated, correct, 
and well put together. 

JULIEN Dupre.—Here is the usual cattle scene 
of Dupré. A girl is seated in the midst milking; 
her back is turned toward you, the animal stands 
in @ wealth of stubble grass and pretty flowers. 
Another girl is coming foward with the wooden 
support for two large milk cans balancing on 
her shoulders. 

AUBLET.—A charming picture catled “The New 
Score,” or something akin, is sont by Aublet. 
A group of four ladics and two gentlemen are 
sitting round the piauoreading the néw score. 
The arrangement is wonderfully natural, the 
attitudes fascinating and lifelike, and the mise 
en scéne of studio, With its winding wooden 
staircase, palms and chrysanthenutmms in gor- 
geous masses Of green and yellow, bibelots, &c., 
is mostinviting. The artist himeelf etands at 
the first landing, leaning over the balustrade 
with folded arms, The models are not profes- 
sionals but gens du monde. 

ProrTais.—The canvas of this artist seems a 
trifle small for tho subject; otherwise the work 
is excellent. It is called ‘The Rainbow,” which 
lightens the dark sky with its brilliant colors, 
showing the distant village and vast horizon. 
Through the lingering drops of rain march on- 
ward the tired, worn, and feotsore regiments. 
Pendent to tris Protais has made a “ Halte.” 
The composition is most pictufesque; the sol- 
diers are tenting in full sunlight on the river 
banks. Yot.see the opposite wood-lined shore 
and a large horizon of sky and incident. The 
mtn are sitting and lying about; the officers sit 
and stand near a huge log of wood well in the 
foreground, The intended effect of repose and 
restfulness is weil observed and charmingly 
rendered. 

Cc. 8 Rernuant.—In the “ Retour de la Péche” 
of Mr. Reinhart a fisherwoman trudges along in 
her wooden shoes, her basket bending down her 
back and her seant skirt tied in front in peasant 
fashion. The sky and wild sea beach, with dis- 
tant sca foam, cut out her figurein guvodly out 
line. 

JULES Brétoxn.—“ The Procession” is from 
Bréton. In one of those inviting landscapes, 
peculiar to the artist, young communicants in 
their white robes and veils advyauce over the 
hillside. A child comes in front with a basket 
full of rose leaves. The expression of the faces 
is charmingly varied, and the attitudes are in- 
teresting and natural. A second picture is called 
“L'stoile du Berger.” There is astar in the 
horizon, and the strong peasant coming toward 
you barefooted with a heavy bag of sumething 
on her head, her soythe thrustin ber skirtstripgs, 
is, Lsupposy, the star, to some lucky lad. Her 
face ia siern, strong and expressive. The attitude 
is graceful in true, free peasant fashion. Bréton 
has that poetical sentiment, that sense of fitness 
to nature’s claims and aspirations, that will al- 
ways inaintain him first and foremost among 
the liviag artists delighting in peasant delinea- 
tion. Itis always a peasant to nature true, and 
not the Opéra Comique delusion to fancy in- 
clined. 

MrspaG.— Soleil Couchant” is an exquisite 
marine, With three fishing boats in a calm 6ea, 

FinMIN GIRARD.—"“ Sur la Terasse’ shows a 
lady looking over a wall on the landscape below, 
stretching out like in St. Germain. As usual, 
there are millions of Autumn leaves and great 
variety of detail. The artist has a second pict- 
ure of the garden of afchiteau with a young com- 
municant coming down a long path between 
hedges of app!s6 blossoms, 

BENJAMIN CONSTANT.—A great composition, for 
the Sorbonne is shown by Constant in three 
panels. ‘The centre one presents a view of the 
old Sorbonne building standing out against a 
clear sky and ftanied 1n—as are also the side 
panels—by rese-colored Carrara marble columns, 
To the left 18 astaius of the Seurbenne; to the 
rizhtis Richelieu. In the front, sitting ob a ¢ir- 
cular stone beneh, are Himely, the Dean of the 
Faculty of Literature; Hebert, Dean of Sciences; 
the Revtor Gerard, Dr. Bronarden, representing 
the Medical Faculty, the scientist and 
lecturer of the Morgue; M. Bedan, Dean 
of the Law Faculty, and M. Lestinberger, Dean 
of the Protestant Faculty. ‘hese gentlemen 
are robed either in biack, yellow, rea, or purple 
and lace. They are all Ppt tened ns trom nature, 
and the composition and attitudes are particn- 
lariy happy. One side panel sitows a back- 
ground of trees, taken in the full sunlight of 
Xpring; the figure to the right draped in flowing 
robe is Poetry; Eloquence comes next, standing 
up as if declaiming, holuing a parchinent soroll 
in her hand, with the names of Demosthenes, 
Cicero, Bossuet, and Mirabeau inscribed there- 
on. Philosophy comes next, with pensive face, 
and then History, with fatal air, her tablets in 
her hands, and last of all Tragedy in Greek 
peplum and ribbon-bound hair, The left pose! 
shows @ Fall landscape. Astronomy is sitting 
near 4 large globe on one side; on the other two 
savants explain to a workman the manner of 
soine machinery. 

Doucer.--“‘Aprés le Bal’ is another one of 
this urtist’s serics of mondaine illustrations. A 
young womauin very gorgeous satin robe and 
lace wrappings has thrown herself into an arm- 
ebair, prvutected behind by a Japanese screen. 
She looks tired and happy. 

Bernick.—This artist is well-known for his 
engravings. Ilis canvas is culled “L’Etang 
Quimer’eh.” A vast landscape of distant hills 
and large trees aud cows standing in the still 
water of the pool are seen. He sends also * Les- 
vordes de i’Isolle,” which is almost a landscape, 
with trifling Gattle incident. 

SAINT GERNIER.—F rom the corner of @ boat in 
a calm seaa sailor bids a girl junpinto his 
arms—with safety. 

BovuLANGER.— “ Esclaves-d-vendre” shows a 
blonde female slave who stands near a wall, o 
black man sitting beside her, in contrast of 
color, Tbe usual correct drawing and the usual 
taults are observed. 

EMILE BAYARD.—Here are “Centaurs.” The 
head of one represontsan old white-haired man; 
the other, a prancing steed, has a very inviting 
and smiling countenance, with a wealth of 
blonde hair. This is a new start out for the 
painter. 

MME. DRETERLE.—The daughter of van 
Marcke sends some horses and cows standing in 
the water, drinking, amid the tall, rank grass. 
To the left is a vast perspective of plain and 
sky; to the right a large clump of trees. 

CoLLin.—Maidens are dancing under the treea 
in this artist’s work. A single figure stands in 
front with clusters of flowers in her arms. Her 
attitude is rather atifl, lacking much of the 
usual grace of the artist. 

Bouticny.—'‘Le Lendemain de Champigny” 
is a ghastly scene; the dead and wounded are 
being cared for by priest and hospital attendants. 

WERTHEIMER.—In the ‘Dance of the Sirens,” 
by this artist, nude figures are playing in the 
waves; children are mounted on dolphins, and 
birds flying through the spray of the water. 

BonnaT.—A portrait of Cardinal Lavigerie 
from Bonnat is s wonderful work. The Cardinal 
is seated, his pen in hand; both hands are match- 
less. ‘The white beard, the kindly,grave, carnest 
face, the loose robes, the background, the table, 
near 4 with its books and papers, are all so 
true, simple, and fit. ‘he knee, perhaps uncer- 
tain in the folds of the priestly robe, has a tas- 
sel of the helt thrown upon it; Bonnat never 
leaves any chance to criticism. This portrait 
should be one of the capital points of the Salon. 
Bounnot also has a portrait of Jules Ferry, a 
striking study of arémarkable head which, al- 
though a mere bust, equals in effectiveness the 
large tigure of Cardinal. 

GROLLERON.—“‘ Convol de Blessés” is a clean, 
procise, aud careful exposition of the seizure of 
an ambulance wagon, full of the sick and 
wounded, by Prussian soidiers. A Sister of 
Charity steps forward to interfere and protect 
her patients. It is an interesting picture with- 
out blood or drama, 


HuMBERT.—A fine pancl is sent called “ Ma-. 


ternity.” Inthe centre 1s @ mother with her 
two babes in her arms. In the left one she is 
represented as a young girl picking potatoes in 
the field. In tharight panel hereldest son is 
lying dead on tho field of battle. It is neant to 
typify the hardship and labor of the Iifeof the 
peasant woman. 

JacqueEs.—Thia artist exhibite for the first 
time in many years. Ho Bas not lost anything. 
The marvelous sky and landscape, the sheep— 

wding together in the fore- 


rising behind the sheep; are ali perfect details of 
a wondrous whole. The painting is like the old 
school, with very strong shadows and lights, al- 
most impossible to conceive even in a stormy 
sky. Thereis no concession to modern ideas of 
pleinair; nothing wishy-washy; a superb pict- 
ure, in short. 


TATTEGRAIN.—This artist, who came so near 
the Medal of Honor last year, sends a number 
this time of great centrast in subject. He calls 
it ‘Les Débris du Troismats.” Nothing but the 


wreck is seen in the faint morning light; there is 
an immense horizon of sky; the low tide and the 
desolation of the scene are well rendered. It is 
awork of grandeur and of great merit, com- 
bined with the utmost simplicity of facturs. 


MONTENARD.—In “TL’entreé6é du Troismats,” 
three sailors stand on a buoy watching tne en- 
trance Of a ship bathed in the usual brilliant 
sunshine peculiar to the painter. 

PAUL TAVERNIN.—” Par le Flancgauche” is a 
good representation ef the turning movement 
of an army corps. 

GELIBERT.—Thoe work from Gelibert shows 
hunters that have brought down two birds, and 
the dogs prance and dance in the tall grass. 

SINIBALDI.—“ Une Fille de Rajah” is a heroine 
after Benjamin Constant’s fancy, in georgeous 
dress and jewels. She stands erect with a lotus 
flower in her hand. 

WILLIAM H. Howe.—In “An Early Start” one 
of the cows in front seems to be remarkably 
frisky as the four jog along before the horse- 
man in the beaten road. 

GOUBIE.—“ Partie de Campagne” is an inter- 
esting version of a riding party; ladies and gen- 
tlemen starting early from the farmhouse yard, 
whioh is full of chickens, milk eans, and ducks. 


Some are about to mount, others are already on 
tne move. The attifudes are varied and the 
grouping of the Incidents picturesque. 


OuTiIxn.—fn “ Piété Filialo” a bride and groom 
conie into the village cemetery to decorate with 
flowers, on this, their wedding day, the modest 
little tomb of her mothsr. The costumes are 
1830, the face studies are wonderfully irterest- 
ing, and the canvas is one of the good ones of 
the Salon. 

GEOFFROY.—‘“ Coming Out of School” shows a 
crowd of ragged urchins, boys and girls, bidding 
each other good-bye in the wet and downpour at 
the entrance of a public school. The same artist 
sends a canvas representing what he calls the 
“Collier de Misére.” A poorold man and a mere 
bey drag up the Montmartre Hill a small wagon 
load of very much battered furniture. It is mov- 
ing day for them, and their goods and ohattels 
are few and broken. 

RoLtt.—The inevitable poasant woman we 
have here standing in the sunshine, with a large 
can of milk, before a cow. Again we have a 
capital thing that the author calls “Au Trot.” A 
velvet-dressed boy is riding harum-searum onan 
old white horse; he is beating it with gusto, and 
the dogs follow the rider in high glee. 


CHARLES. SPRAGUE PEARCS.—Heore wo see a 
shepherd lad who follows his sheep down the 
hillside, playing on his pipe. The figure is good 
and the general effeet pleasing. 

Morton.—* Le Fou de la Gréve” shows an old 
half-crazy man carrying triumphantly a dead 
fish anda bit of seaweed. The figureis a more 
pretense, but @ novel one, for an admirable 
picture of the sea. The waves are described 
powerfully, and they are going out, contrary to 
usual rule. It is a tour de force seldom at- 
tempted. 

Lr BLAnt.—An admirable picture of the fight 
of the Gieme de Ligne at Moskowa, and is full of 
life and incident and most valuable in every de- 
tall. The regiments go from you, making a 


curve, while the drummers beat merrily in the 
corner amid the s)aughter and carnage. 


METZMACHER.—Two pictures come from this 
artist. ‘A Moen Teur”’ is one, where # soubrette 
is taking a quiet glass of wine on her own re- 
sponsibility, after the feast of her masters. There 
isa very claborate table decoration «nd bibelot ar- 
rangement. No. 2 gives us a version of the 
Lion amoureur, An oflicer in uniform, top 
boots and spurs, is trying his hand at feminine 
embroidery, the Jady ot his love watches him 
with coquettiah, conquering amile. 

Joun Swan.—This artist’s picture of the 
“Prodigal Son” will attract attention. The man 
is only half clad, sitting with his hands clasped 
above his head, his elbows resting on his knees. 


It is an earnest work withsome very remarkable 
qualities. 


Jessk B. TcuTTrty.—TFhis young American 
paluter exhibits in the Salon for the first time. 
His picture, called ‘Un Coin de Village,” is a 
charming landscape, with a picturesque old 
hamletin the distance and an apple tree and a 
peasant woman in the foreground. It is an 
evening effeet, very clever technically, and 
pleasing aa well. 

Di PENNE.—'Manuvals Renoontre” is another 
variation of dog life. A carriage is coming 
through the forest of Fontainebleau in the Win- 
ter, the eetuyer endeavors to contro! his own 


horse and his master’s, while the wolves rush 
down upon them. 


RICHTER.—In “Sijinétais Captive,’ the young 
woman, @ voluptuous Eastern beauty, in gor- 
geous fobes, does not look very melancholy as 
her jeweled hands idle upon some queer-looking 
musical instrument. 

GEORGES CAIN.—Cain shows the fish auction 
at the Halles. It is very well composed and 
very interesting. The father of the artist, Cain, 
the sculptor, sits in the foreground of the paint- 
ing. 

JULES AVIAT.—A portrait of Roll, the painter, 
is here, who, by the way, is a very good-looking, 
manly fellow. 

WALTER GaAy.—A capital figure of an old 
woman asking a biessing before partaking of 
her bowl of soup is sent by Walter Gay. ‘Lhe 
same atmosphere effects are used that have 


recently distinguished the productions of our 
olever compatriot. 


HENRI CaAin.—A pretty girl student copying a 
bas-relief in one of the lower galleries of the 
Louvre is shown. Thereis nice observation in

A HINT TO TOURISTY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The annual exodus to Europe now begin- 
ning «gain reminds me how much of comfort 
and pleasure I have owed in travel to the casual 
suggestions of acquaintances, and prompts me 
tothe hint which I am about to offer “ to all 
whomit may concern.” Loverseft Switzerland 
grieve over the fact that almost every desira- 
ble spot in that wonderful land swarms with 
English aad American tourists, from whom, for 
obvious reasons, economical travelers somotimes 


desire to escape. Ithas been my good fortune 
twice to enjoy one of the loveliest of places in 
that loveliest of lands, without the disturbance 
of wy native tongue and without the “fleecing” 
which that tongue draws down upon its owners. 
The good Americéan, of course, always goes to the 
Khigi, but he usually takes @ late train up the 
Vitznau Rallroad and an early train down again 
the next morning—and thinks he knows this 
most charming mounrain of the lower Alps. It 
is to him simply an emivence from which to see 
asuurise. Thousands of Germans and French 
and Italians and Swiss know it as a Suinmer 
resort of i advantages. But the ‘it’ is 
not the Kuhn. Two-thirds of the way up the 
mountain there are several excellent family 
hotels, where all substantial comforts aré to be 
had at the European prices which Europeans 
pay. The first of these is the Rhigi Kirst, situ- 
ated ou the Rhigi-Scheideck Road, almost 1,000 
fest below the aummit. It bears among the con- 
tinental habitués of Switzerland the enviable 
reputation of being the best of all the mountain 
hotels, In two visits there [ have found itin 
every way a model hotel. Its proprietor, Herr 
Ben, is a bena-tide gentleman, who makes-the 
inmates of his house in a very real sense his 
* guests,” aud, if they stay a while, his 
friends, The house has the cleanliness of 
a private home. The table is plentiful— 
—not always a Swiss virtue—and of first-class 
quality. The views every one knows to be un- 
rivaled in that country of glorious panoramas. 
The air is soft and sun-warmed, without the icy 
sharpness of the resorts near the great snow 
ficlds. There are charming rambles smong the 
various spurs of the Rhigi Twe ratiroads carry 
one quickly down to the lake, whence excuc- 
sious can be taken ad libitum. In an hour one 
is on the St. Gothard Road, the high road to the 
the north and south of Europe, or in 
two hours on tho main line to 
Paris. And instead of paying the 
fancy prices of Murreu and the Engadive and 
other high places, one bas the best of every- 
thing, when en pension, for 8f. until July 10, 
aud for about 9f. after that date—if he does 
not insist on the lower floors. In my various 
rambles through that fascinating country I 
have found no spot so thoroughly enjoyable 
for a quiet rest as this. May the maledictions 
of the Germans who have chiefly monopolized 
this good thing not fall too heavily upon mo 
for giving away their secret.

YANKEE GIRLS IN ZULULAND. By Louise 
VESCELIUS-SHELDON. Illustrated by G. E. 
GRAVES after Sketches from Life by FE. J. 
AUSTEN. New-York: WORTHINGTON COMPANY, 


This little book records the experience of 
three American young ladies who went to 
South Africa. They were sisters, and the 
journey was undertaken on account of the 
health of one of their number. They had 
come from America to Europe on their er- 
rand, and after six months of London fog 
and rain had met Anglo-Africans who had 
told them of the virtues of the South 
African climate. The young ladies, there- 
fore, took the steamer and spent five years 
traveling in South Africa. The result of 
this journey was the complete recovery of 
the patiént. 

The voyagers stopped at Madeira and 
visited Napoleon’s grave at St. Helena, and 
after leaving that island experienced the 
heaty ground swell which has given rise to 
the burden of the sailor’s song, ‘“‘ Rolling 
Down to St. Helena.” At snnrise of the 
twenty-eighth day they sighted Table Rock, 
which overhangs Cave Town. This is a 
mountain 4,000 feet high, which rises 
sheer from tle ocean and which is seen 
from every’part of the town. Mrs. Sheldon 
tells us that a clond often rests upon the 
top of this mountain, whichl serves as a 
barometer to the people. If you ask them 
what the weather is to be they will first 
look at the cloud on Table Rock and tell you 
accordingly. ; 

Several chapters of the little book are 
taken up with a description of the diamond 
mines of Kimbericy. The day has gone by 
at Kimberley for miners working single 
claims. ‘The mines are now owned by com- 
panies, There is an interesting description 
of the appearance of the mines and of the 
methods of the miners—some curious 
facts being given concerning the I. D. B., 
or Ilicit Diamond Buyers.” 

Untilthe practice was puta stop toa great 
business was done by the buyers of stolen 
diamonds, who often made_ considerable 
fortunes ina few weeks. A diamond is of 
course a very easy thing to steal, and the 
thieves were very clever at hiding them in 
their ears or between their toes or 
at swallowing them. The  opportuni- 
ties of the I DB .B. ‘were thus 
extensive. The penalty for buying 
a stolen diamond is now 15 years’ imprison- 
ment. Itseems that the men caught and 
punished for this species of cheating are 
often persons of good namo and position. 
The author says that she and her friends 
were one evyeningin acafé at Kimberley 
when it was announced that a certain 
well-known man had been discovered at 
this occupation, “a1 man standing near 
who was suspected of earrying on the

trades 
and bit uneasily on his visor, and, with a 
careless laugh, said: ‘Serves him right,’ 
in a tone of voice which spoke louder than 
words, ‘Whata fool not to be more care- 
ful.’ Before we left the camp that same 
man was walking in convict dress.” Mrs. 
Sheldon tells us that she was the first lady 
whoheldin her hand the celebrated Por- 
ter Rhoades diamond. A Director of 
one of the companies, called to see 
her one morning, and, after assuring 
himself that no oue conld hear, 
handed her an envelvpe containing this 
great fine white stone. It is said that when 
Mr. Porter Rhoades afterward showed it to 
Queen Victoria the Queen said that she did 
not think it was so large as thetKoh-i-noor. 
Mr. Rhoades had been told that he must 
not contradict the Queen, but he could not 
refrain from saying ‘‘It is larger.” Readers 
of Haggard will turn with curiosity to Mrs. 
Sheldon’s description of an ostrich farm. 
She was invited to stay at one of these 
farms. She says: 

“Our host was a handsome, high-spirited 
Englishman, with alittle English child-wife, a 
dainty little piece of humanity. As the young 
wife leaned against the veranda talking to us 3 
her pink ealico dress, broad-brimumed atraw hat, 
trimmed with a bit of lace and a spray of jessa- 
mine she had pulled froi& the vine covering the 
front of the house, she did not look much like 
one to live where wild monkeys chatter in the 
trees and savage beasts come within rile 
range of the front door.” 

It is said that there are 150,000 domes- 
ticated ostriches injthe capecolony, and that 
$8,000,000 is inyested in the business. 
Other points of information about the 
ostrich are as follows: A low fence is sufii- 
cient to keep him within bounds, as, not- 
withstanding the length of his legs, he is 
unable to jump over anything. He can 
give « mighty kick backward, but 1s 
unable to kick in any other direction. Can 
it be true that the crows break ostrichs’ 
eggs by letting stones drop on them? 
“The prettiest sight,” says Mrs. Sheldon, 
“to see on an ostrich farm is the nursery, 
where, in a large room, in inclement 
weather, a score or more of little chicks 
are attended by a blaek boy, whom they 
follow every where.” 

But the most attractive part of Mrs. Shel- 
don’s book is her account of the six weeks’ 
‘treaking” inanox cart. This young lady 
met a fellow-passenger of theirs on the 
steamer who hed been very ill. He was 
wonderfully improved in appearance, and 
said that he owed his saivation to having 
passed six months in an ox cart. They de- 
cided, therefore, to try the ox cart. ‘This, 
it seoms, Was not an easy thing to do. They 
were lueky enouvh, however, to tind an 
Englishman who had managed to escape from 
Pretoria with his portable property and 
his wagen before the Boers beleaguered the 
town. ‘This man decided for a fair daily 
hire to place his wagon and span of 16 oxen 
at their disposal. They laid in agreat stock 
of provisions, for, although the man oi this 
party proposed to keep them supplied 
with game, it was necessary to provide 
against w possible famine. ‘The wagon was 
23 feet from end to end and 415 feet wide. 
The oxen go only ata walk, and yet they 
will do 30 miles a day week after week, a 
rate of traveling which borses cannot ex- 
ceed when the distance is long. The author, 
whose enthusiasm is very genuine and con- 
tagious, thus describes the first meal: “ At 
the end of three hours the oxen were out- 
spanned to graze, and the boys pre- 
pared our midday meal. The table- 
cloth was laid, and that tablo cloth 
was the chief source of our solicitude 
throughout the trip. Oh, the delight of 
that first meal; everything tasted so sweet. 
Were we not free, free as air; the sky and 
limitless veldt the ceiling, walls, and floor 
of our dining room, with not acreature in 
sight? Ourcaterer had forgotten nothing 
necessary tomake our meals model enter- 
tainments.” The travelers were very sorry 
when they came to the end of this journey. 
© We had got fond of this careless, lazy lite 
we had been leading so many weeks; the 
very oxen wo had como to know by their 
names of ‘ Blesbok,’ ‘ Witful,’ ‘ Kafir, &c.” 

Mrs. Sheldon’s theme is a novel and un- 
hackneyed one, and her account is brightly 
and simply written. It has a young-lady- 
ish vivacity, which the reader will find 
agreeable. The book is admirably printed 
and finished, and the pictures, of which the 
book is full, are charming. ‘‘ Yankee Gir!s 
in Zululand” has that best trait in. book 
of travels—it makes you feel as if you had 
been to South Africa.

FAREWELL TWO METH- 


Street Methodist Church were held yester- 
day and were attended by many of its former 
members. The church was formed in 1810, and 
was the fifth Methodist organization In this city. 
It prospered greatly, and its membership in 
1836 was over 1,000. It was then regarded as 
the strongest Methodist church 1n the country. 
The old stone edifice which had been built atthe 
formation of the church was then found to betoo 
small, and the present building of brick, which 


in those days was regarded as both substantial 
and imposing, was erected. As the neighbor- 
hood of the church gradually became overrun 
by the foreign element, many of theold mem- 
bers moved up town or to Brooklyn, and the 
attendance Gecreased, and finally the operations 
of the Second-avenue elevated railway line, 
which runs directiy in front of the church, 
rendered wership there exceedingly dificult at 
times. It was finally decided to unite with the 
Aitorney-Street Methodist Church, and to sell 
the Allen-street property, and with the preceeds 
to erect @ wission house in the neighborhocd in 
conjunction with the New-York City Chureh 
Exteusion and Missionary Scoiety. 

The mission will be kuown as the Allen-Street 
Memerial Church, and wiil commemorate the

Thereisno probability that the flow of 
‘riff speeches will be interrupted in the 
House this week. It will go on according 
to agreement, but will have, probably, very 
little effect upon the fate of the bill beyond 
yetting through whatseems a necessary pre- 
liminary toa vote. The really interesting 
ond effective speaking, so far as there will 
be any, beyond the speeches of the leaders 
on either side that havenow been made, will 
be in connection with the detailed consid- 
eration ef the measure when the five-minute 
rule will prevail. 





It is possible for Republicans to take very 
different views of a political situation. In 
this vicinity the organs have been crowing 
over the declaration of Representative 
BROWNE of Indiana that no cautious man 
would venture to predict whether the State 
will be carried by the Republicans or by 
the Democrats. The Providence Journal, 
on the other hand, asks if, while there is a 
chance for the Republicans to win, they are 
taking the right course to make the most of 
it. Anditsays: ‘ Sufficient answer to this 
question may be found in the fact that in 
i884 BLAINE lost the fifteen Electoral votes 
ef Indiana which GARFIELD in 1880 had 
won by a handsome plurality, and that 
CLAINE’S total popular vote in that State 
was only 6,516 larger than GARFIELD’s, 
though in the intervening four years the 
vote of the State had increased 24,115. 
The meaning of these figures needs no com- 
ment.” 


The little flurry of excitement in London 
over the report of a pending quarrel be- 
tween France and Italy has died out. It is, 
of course, possible that either of these two 
Governments might be foolish and wicked 
enough to treat a matter of passing differ- 
ence in a way to make war inevitable, but 


itis to the last degree improbable. The 
only serious causes of disagreement be- 
tween them are the chronic war of tariffs 
that has been going on since the treaty of 
commerce was abandoned, and their com- 
mon desire for influence in Northern Africa, 
where the French policy toward Tunis has 
made Italy very sore and jealous. But both 
these causes have existed for several years, 
and there is no more reason now than there 
bas been to fear a rupture. 

Assemblyman T. D. SULLIVAN’s bill to 
forbid the sale of newspapers at the stations 
of the elevated railroads is bad in its 
origin, bad in its motives, and bad in the 
purpose it seeks to accomplish. It has no 
support in public sentiment in the city of 
New-York, its passage would work great 
mischief and inconvenience, and it should 
be sent to its death like any other bill 
which sets private terest above the pub- 
lic wish. 
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The denunciation of intercollegiate com- 
petitive sports by a committee of Harvard’s 
Board of Overseers appointed to examine 
the subject goes to a singular extreme, for 
after considering the drawbacks to which 
they are liable, 1f can suggest no remedy 
for them but the extraordinary one of abol- 
ishing these contests altogether. If a so- 
called ** Committee on Athletics” takes this 
hopeless view, one can only wonder what 
would be the view of Overseers who are not 
supposed to be specially interested in such 
matters. No doubt some lads who are en- 
thusiasts for outdoor sports are inclined, 
before entering on the real work of life, to 
give rather more attention to the corpus 
sanum than to the mens sana; but the com- 
mittee hardly displays fertility of resource 
initsconclusions. Intercollegiate sports are 
perhaps a little overdone just now; but out 


of the ninety-four contests of all sorts in l 


oxhich the Harvard athletes took part last , 


we 


year only a very small fraction were with 
other colleges. The modified suggestion of 
the one dissenting member to limit Har 
vard to contests with Yale is ven less 
logical, and might create the special in- 
vidiousness which is tempered when other 
colleges come in. Princeton’s lads, who 
thrashed Yale’s famous baseball players 
last Saturda}, and Columbia’s, who have 
more than once shown Harvard's great oars- 
men the stern of their boat, will admit that, 
The intercollegiate contests proper take up 
very few daysin the year, even now, for 
Saturdays are holidays. But the numerous 
practice contests may absorb rather too 
much time in some cases, so anxious are the 
college teams to be fully ready for the four 
great intercollegiate events of the year. 


An extraordinary decline of the price of 
tin for immediate delivery this week will 
not necessarily indicate a ‘“ collapse of the 
tin syndicate.” When M. SECRETAN and 
his associates began to buy copper they 
also bought tin, but while their operations 
in copper were extended so as to procure for 
them control of the world’s supply for three 
years, by means of contracts with mining 
companies, the speculation in tin did not go 
beyond the limits of a corner affecting the 
supply up to May 1. For a long time the 
speculators have held the price of tin for 
immediate delivery at £166 a ton, while 
the price of futures beyond May 1 has 
steadily fallen, until the quotation at the 
end of Jast week was £110. Probably the 
speculators have made a good thing out of 
consumers and the bears who opposed them, 
and will now drop their interest in tin to 
devote all their energies to the manage- 
ment of the great copper contracts. While 
the terms of the contracts with the Lake 
Superior mines were fixed some time ago, it 
is understood that the final signatures were 
not attached to the papers until last Thurs- 
day. These contracts cover the product of 
the mines for three years. 





“Swinging around the circle” is a device 
which appears to be in vogue among French 
statesmen as well as among ours. There as 
here, also, it is a game that two can play at. 
Gen. BOULANGER is to try it after the mid- 
dle of May, but President CARNOT is already 
in the field and on his travels; and his 
triumphal progress may do a little toward 
taking the wind out of the sails of the ex- 
military politician, whose chief utterance is 
that he does not want to be dictator. Pres- 
ident CARNOT’S course and attitude are 
such that he does not feel obliged to give 
any such assurances, but all the same he 
and his Government take very good care to 
convey the impression that they do not 
propose to let anybody else play at being 
made dictator. Meanwhile BOULANGER 
shows clearly that he understands that 
money furnishes sinews for politics as well 
as for war, and since he evidently has asup- 
ply of that resource from some quarter, his 
electioneering is likely, for the present, to 
go on apace. 





THE GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS. 

We give in our London dispatches this 
morning some remarks by the Economist of 
London concerning ‘‘American Treasury 
accumulations,” with some generalizations, 
more emphatic and picturesque than well 
considered, on the influence of the ap- 
proaching Presidential elections. The 
Economist thinks that if the Government 
‘‘maintains the present rate of purchasing 
bonds” there will be little heard of Treasury 
accumulations in the immediate future, 
and at the same time points out that there 
will be difficulty in maintaining this rate 
as the supply of bonds diminishes. It does 
not perceive, however, what every careful 
observer in the United States understands, 
that the supply of bonds for offer to the 
Treasury does not depend wholly or chiefly 
on ordinary conditions, but largely on the 
pusition in which those banks that hold con- 
siderable Government deposits on the secur- 
ity of bonds may find themselves. While 
every one can see how much depends upon 
this, noone can foretell exactly how it will 
work. Theobscurity and consequent uncer- 
tainty surrounding this phase of the ques- 
tion constitute one of the worst features of 
the present relations of the Government to 
the money market, and are practically in- 
evitable so long as the public revenue con- 
tinues to largely exceed the expenses. The 
only final remedy is the reduction of the 
revenue, but even if this were now pro- 
vided for, there would still remain a very 
large actual accumulation to be disposed 
of, something like one-half of which is on 
deposit with the banks. Such an arrange- 
ment is abnormal, and though, with the 
care and sagacity shown in the administra- 
tion of the Treasury, it is probable that 
serious embarrassment will be avoided, 
there is a strain upon all financial business 
that never should have been imposed. 

This, however, we are confident is the 
only way in which the business of the 
country is now,in any important degree, 
connected with the Government, and as to 
this the result of the approaching election, 
though it may be of real weight, does not 
now enter into business calculations. The 
Economist says: ‘‘Vast business, financial, 
and railway schemes hang upon the result 
of the election. Even English business 
waits.” We shall not dispute the statement 
as to English business, but we take the 
liberty of doubting it. Undoubtedly Eng- 
lish business with this country is large, but 
the increase or loss caused by any pos- 
sible effect of the Presidential election 
would be relatively insignificant in the en- 
tire mass of English commerce. If English 
business men are “‘ waiting” they may think 
they are doing so because of the American 
election, but we hardly believe many of 
them are really decided by that fact in their 
plans or want of plans. As to any “vast 
schemes” in this country depending upon 
the result of the election, we suspect 
that they exist in a very shadowy form 
if at all. Wo are confident that 
very few business men could give 
any definite account of the influence that 
either one result or another of the election 
would have upon their enterprises, and 
that, though there is considerable uncer- 
tainty and hesitation in business plans, 
there is no more than a yearor two years 
ago, if indeed there beso much. The gen- 


. eral attitude of mind among business men_ 


as to the election is one of selative indiffer- | 


ence. Such doubt as to the future as there 
is is not directly connected with that event, 

Not that the ultimate effect of the elec- 
tion may not be of much importance. We 
believe that it will be, but it is not distinct, 
enough or direct enough to influence men’s 
business plans, We have no doubt, for in- 
stance, that a second defeat of the Republic- 
ans would strongly confirm the tendency 
toward a reduction of the revenue, the 
withdrawal of Government interference 
with business, the freedom of enterprise and 
commerce from arbitrary and artificial re- 
strictions, and the consequent development 
of the resources and energies of the Nation. 
Nor can we doubt that tho election of 
Mr. BLAINE would at first be followed by 
a good deal of unhealthy excitement, and 
possibly by a certain amount of ‘‘advent- 
ure” in the Government policy. But the 
Economist exaggerates the power of the 
President in determining the policy of the 
Government. It is in reality very distinct- 
ly limited, and often quite narrowly so. 
The notion that ‘‘American diplomacy is 
guided by the Prosident’s decisions and af- 
fects all countries” is much more apparent- 
ly than actually true. The first instance 
cited by the Economist shows it. 
“The President,” it says, “is now re- 
solving the fisheries question with Eng- 
land.” Asa matter of fact, the President 
has exhausted his power and authority in 
that direction, and there is much reason to 
conclude that all he hasdoneisinvain. No 
treaty he agrees tocan be concluded with- 
out a two-thirds vote of the Senate, and the 
time has long gone by when such a vote can 
be easily got for any sharp change in the 
policy of the Government, unless popular 
feeling demand it. The results of the Pres- 
idential election will be important, no 
doubt, but not in the way or in the direc- 
tion our English critic imagines. 


CANALS AND TAXATION. 

The bill to appropriate $1,000,000 for 
the improvement of the canals of this State 
has passed the Assembly. We are sorry 
that such members as Mr. CrosBy and Mr. 
HAMILTON chose, apparently from partisan 
motives, to misrepresent the interests of 
their constituents by opposing it. The 
Senate had previously passed a billin which 
the appropriation was cut down to 
$570,000, and this week the contest 
over the appropriation will be renewed 
in that body. The discussion hitherto 
has shown that one motive in op- 
posing the larger appropriation is 
the fact that the expenditures 
will be made under the direction of 
Democratic State officials,and some meim- 
bers professed to fear that in some way 
party interests would be served thereby. 
The work would not begin until the can- 
vass of the present year was over, and more- 
over Superintendent SHANAHAN has always 
conducted the construction and repairs on 
the canals on business principles. There is 
no charge that he has permitted politics in 
any way to interfere with it, and the letting 
of contracts is so guarded that there is no 
likelihood of favoritism. This objection is 
really entitled to no weight. 

The commercial value of the canals has 
been sufficiently demonstrated, and the im- 
portance of the proposed improvement is 
generally admitted. The Senate in agree- 
ing to the smaller appropriation is really 
committed to the work, which it knows 
cannot be completed with the sum pro- 
posed. Its action would only delay and 
prolong the process of making changes 
which are already projected and which 
would have to be carried out in order to 
secure the benefits of the scheme. Perhaps 
the real motive of most of the opposition 
springs from the known aversion of the 
rural counties of the State, especially those 
remote from the canals, to any increase of 
State taxes for any purpose. It is not 
true that these rural counties have no 
share in the benefits of canal transporta- 
tion and no interest in the increase of its 
efficiency. Whatever contributes to the 
prosperity of trade and manufactures in the 
State improves the market for the products 
of all the counties, and every increase of the 
tax-paying power of the cities and manu- 
facturing towns along the canals is a further 
relief to the rural taxpayers. That invest- 
ments in the State waterways add constant- 
ly to the wealth of the State and to the 
share of taxation borne by the canal and 
Tiver counties—out of proportion to the 
amount of such investment—has been re- 
peatedly demonstrated. Not only do the 
centres of commercial and manufacturing 
activity pay a constantly-increasing propor- 
tion of the State taxes, but they contribute 
directly to the relief of the poorer rural 
counties in the distribution of the school 
funds, which are paid in proportion to the 
wealth ot the different counties, but dis- 
tributed in proportion to population. 

Of the State tax of $9,075,046 97 raised 
in 1887, $7,774,027 63, or nearly 86 per 
cent., was paid by the 31 counties touched 
by canal transportation, $4,975,203 07, or 
nearly 55 per cent., being paid by the two 
counties of New-York and Kings. The oth- 
er 29 counties paid only $1,301,019 34, or 
little more than 14 per cent., of the State 
tax. There are 13 of these counties which 
contributed- only $395,265 for all State 
purposes, while they received from the State 
Treasury $462,733 22 for school purposes 
alone. The city of New-York paid to the 
school funds of the State $961,647 38 more 
than it received from them, thus contribut- 
ing for the benefit of other counties nearly 
as much as the whole cost of the proposed 
canal improvement, nearly one-half of 
which it would itself have to pay. The 
ability of the canal counties to pay their 
large share of the State taxes, and to con- 
tribute so greatly in excess of the benefit 
which they receive to the school funds is 
due in no small measure to the wealth cre- 
ated by the waterways, and it will be in- 
creased by making that factor in our pros- 
verity more efficient. 

The taxation necessary for the canal im- 
provement would in reality be very trifling 
to the rural counties. The increase in the 
rate would be three-tenths of one mill. That 
is to say, while New-York would pay over 
$450,000 of the $1,000,000, Kings more 
than $102,000, and Erie nearly $40,000, 
Franklin County would contribute less than 
$2,500, Cattaraucus less than $5,000, and 


Hanijlten only $347 28, The farmer who 
is assessod on $5,000 would pay just $1 50 
of the expense. Mr. VeppER’s county of 
Cattaraugus, which would pay $4,815 30 
toward improving the canals, receives from 
the State Treasury for school purposes 
$5,753 28 more than it pays into the Treas- 
ury for all State purposes. In view of 
these facts, which are only illustrative ex- 
amples, the opposition to canal improve- 
ment which comes from rural counties on 
the ground that the tax would be burden- 
some is not very gracious, and is hardly eu- 
titled to the consideration which some 
Senators have been inclined to allow it, 
The opposition in the Senate has come 
wholly from the Republicans, some of them 
professed friends of canal improvement, 
but we donot believe it will prove good 
party policy to take the responsibility of 
crippling the plan of improvement by cut- 
ting down the appropriation. 


TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH. 

In January last the President of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company had a 
long interview with the President of the 
Bell Telephone Company concerning the 
mutual interests of the two great corpora- 
tions. ‘‘We both agreed,” said President 
GREEN to the Washington correspondent of 
the Herald a few days later, ‘“‘ that the 
present contract was an excellent thing for 
allconcerned and that it would be to our 
mutual disadvantage to annul it.” The 
contract had been violated on the lines of 
the New-England Company, he added, but 
tne Bell Company had tried to enforce its 
terms, and the two corporations ‘“‘ were in 
perfect accord in evory particular.” 

The attitude of these corporations toward 
each other—one holding a monopoly of 
telegraphic communication and the other 
amouopoly of telephoning—is a matter of 
sone public interest, especially because of 
the terms of the contract of 1879 and of 
the recent encroachment of one company 
upon the field of the other, seemingly in 
violation of that contract. While it is 
asserted, as we have shown, that the com- 
panies “are in perfect accord in every par- 
titular,” the Boston Commercial Bulletin, a 
trade journal of excellent standing, declares 
that the Western Union is not satisfied and 
has appealed to the courts for a settlement 
in accordance with its own interpretation 
of the contract. The Bulletin asserts that 
this suit has been pending for some time 
and has been referred to Judge LOWELLas 
Master, while provision for the taking of 
depositions has been made. 

When the great suit of nine years ago be- 
tween the two corporations was compro- 
mised the Bell Company took from the 
Western Union the valuable and apparently 
indispensable telephone patents of EDISON 
and agreed to pay to the Western Union 20 
percent. ofallrentals or royaltiesreceived by 
it for telephones. Thisagreement is embod- 
ied in the contract of Nov. 10, 1879, which 
was to run seventeen years. In compliance 
with its terms the Bell Company has paid in 
cash to the Western Union nearly $2,500,- 
000 since 1880, the annual payment having 
risen from $214,000 in 1881 to $404,000 in 
1886. The Bell Company agreed not only to 
pay this tribute, but alsoto prevent competi- 
tion between the telephone and the telegraph 
—that is to say, 1t agreed that the telephone 
should not be used for transmitting ‘* gen- 
eral business messages, market quotations, 
or news for sale or publication” in competi- 
tion with the Western Union. The so- 
called ‘‘long-distance” telephone service 
clearly encroaches upon the field of the 
telegraph, but it does not appear that the 
pending suit relating to the contract is 
pressed by the Western Union on this ac- 
count. The Commercial Bulletin says: 
“Things worked smoothly until the Bell 
Company entered the extra-territorial busi- 
ness, when the Western Union showed irri- 
tation and brought suit for an accounting 
under the contract. They claimed that the 
Bell people had been recreant to their 
trust; that instead of getting all the royal- 
ty possible from sub-companies they took 
franchise stock as a large measure of the 
consideration, and the Western Union 
claimed one-fifth of this franchise stock.” 

This would bea claim for $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000 of stock in the local telephone 
companies of the country, and if the Bul- 
letin has not been misinformed, the suit is 
one of great importance. Three or four 
years ago the Bell Company adopted the 
policy of exacting stock from local compa- 
nies in payment for franchises, or for the 
privilege of paying $14 a year for the use of 
instruments costing only $3 42. It hasbeen 
the company’s practice to demand 35 per 
cent., or more, of a local company’s entire 
capital stock. In this way and by pur- 
chase it had accumulated on May 5, 
1885, no less than $22,016,573 in such 
stock, and $15,531,050 of this had been 
taken for franchises. Subsequent exactions 
may have raised the total to $20,000,000. 
According to the Bulletin, the Western 
Union holds that by accumulating this 
stock the Bell Company has evaded the 
requirements of the contract; that in the 
place of the stock, which yields nothing to 
the Western Union, there might have been 
collected for the use of instruments larger 
rents, one-fifth of which the Western Union 
would have enjoyed. The Western Union 
complains because an annual rent of more 
than 400 per cent. upon the cost of the 
property was not raised ! 

If such a claim should be sustained, the 
Western Union would obtain a considerable 
quantity of stock in allof the local telephone 
companies, which might be used advan- 
tageously against the Bell Company if the 
two great corporations should become open- 
ly hostile, and if the Western Union should, 
without regard to the contract, undertake 
to use the patents of EDISON and Gray. It 
is asserted that the Western Union is ac- 
cumulating telephone patents which can be 
used hereafter. The patents surrendered 
to the Bell Company under the con- 
tract would become very valuable if 
BELL’s broad claim should be broken 
before the expiration of his patent, and 
if that claim should not be disturbed the 
Western Union would still be well equipped 
at the expiration of the contract for enter- 
ing the Bell Company’s field, or, at loast, 
would be able to exact from the Bell Com- 
pany better terms for peace than are speci- 


fied in the nresant asreoment, At the 


pany’s long-distance lines will have become 
extended so as to afford, in connection with 
the local exchanges, the framework upon 
which could be built up a formidable opposi- 
tion to the Western Union. Jt should be 
noted that the suit for an accounting to 
which the Bulletin directs attention has 
not been pushed zealously. If the two com- 
panies are not in exact accord, neither of 
them desires war. And if together they 
should be able to control absolutely the 
business of telephoning six or eight years 
hence, it is probable that they would then 
prefer to divide the profits amicably rather 
than to fight over them. 


FARMERS AND THE TRUSTS. 

There.was recently published in the Dem- 
ocrat of Topeka, Kan., a Jetter relating to 
Trusts, from which we take the following: 

“Tam aware there is a prejudice against any- 
thing that has the name of Trust. A Trustis a 
union of business institutions, and its object is 
to prevent ruinous competition in trade, erpe- 
rience having demonstrated that competition is not 
the safe and honest method of doing busi- 
ness. ~“ * * By these modern institutions 
uniform grades of prices are established, thus 
protecting the weak against the strong. A 
Trust is decentralizing in its influence and a 
check upon monopoly.” 


One might suppose, if it were not for the 
name which appears at the end of this let- 
ter, that these assertions were made by 
some officer of the Standard Oil Trust or of 
the Sugar Trust or of the Sfeel Rail Associ- 
ation. But the writer of the letter is 
WALTER N. ALLEN, who has been chosen to 
represent the farmers of Kansas and adjoin- 
ing States in the formation of an organiza- 
tion called The Farmers’ Trust, which will 
undertake, he says, ‘“‘ to control the prices 
of what the farmers have to sell.” It is 
the President of The Farmers’ Trust who 
has made the remarkable discoveries that 
“competition is not the safe and honest 
method of doing business,” that Trusts 
‘protect the weak against the strong,” and 
that “a Trust is a check upon monopoly !” 

The fact that the leader of this movement 
of the farmers holds these curious opinions 
indicates that the farmers themselves, who 
have chosen him to be their agent, have a 
great deal to learn about Trusts. They 
will know more about them after the fail- 
ure of this attempt to control the prices of 
their products. It is natural that the 
farmers of the Northwest, seeing that they 
have been deprived of the benefits of com- 
petition as regards so many things which 
they must buy—that the price of their sugar 
is fixed by a ring of refiners, that they 
bear the burden of exorbitant prices 
for steel rails furnished by a ring of man- 
ufacturers, that they are at the mercy of 
the Plowmakers’ Association, the associa- 
tions of manufacturers of reapers and 
thrashers, the lumber pools, and many 
other organizations of the kind—should 
long to defend themselves by uniting to 
hold up the prices of things they have to 
sell, especially their wheat and corn. But 
they must learn that it is beyond their 
power to tix and hold the prices of their 
products. The industries which tax them 
by means of Trusts and combinations are 
compact and easily handled. A dozen sugar 
refineries or a dozen steel rail factories can 
be united and governed by an irresponsible 
Board of Trustees or a Board of Control, 
but how can competition among the al- 
most innumerable and widely scattered 
producers of grain be prevented? More- 
over, the Trusts which tax them are 
enabled to do this by laws that shut out 
competition from abroad, while the price of 
their wheat is fixed by just such compe- 
tition. lf they could unite in demanding 
a high price for their wheat it would be 
left on their hands until necessity should 
compel them to fix lower figures. The 
tariff shelters the Trusts to which they 
must go for supplies, but it will not help 
them to raise or. to ‘‘control” the price of 
their grain. 

The farmers cannot protect themselves by 
playing Trust against Trust, but they can 
gain relief by overthrowing the Trusts 
under whose exactions they suffer. They 
can attack them in three ways—through a 
revision of the tariff, by enforcing existing 
State laws concerning corporations, and by 
enacting new laws if existing laws do not 
provide a remedy. The greed of certain no- 
torious Trusts or combinations can be 
checked by reducing the tariff duties which 
enable them to exact unjust prices. 
Trusts are composed of corporations, and 
State laws generally provide that corpora- 
tions which abuse the privileges granted 
by the people may be called to account in 
the courts. Those laws should be tested. 
But if the farmers accept the opinions of 
Mr. ALLEN and agree that ‘‘competition is 
not the safe and honest method of doing 
business,” they will postpone for a long 
time the day of their deliverance from the 
thralldom of Trust rings. 


THE PUGET SOUND STATION. 

The measure before Congress for estab- 
lishing a naval station on or near Puget 
Sound seems to have much in its favor. 
The Navy Department, and particularly 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks, have 
strongly advocated it. One special reason 
for promptly undertaking the work is the 
fitting up of the English dockyard at 
Esquimault, which is only eighteen miles 
from San Juan Island and thirty from the 
entrance to Puget Sound. These places, 
according to Lieut.-Commander STOCKTON, 
could be seized at once by a naval force 
issuing from Esquimault Harbor, ‘‘and thus 
would go one of the most valuable com- 
mercial and mineral districts on the 
Pacific coast and the most valuable 
region for unworked naval material 
existing anywhere on the coast of the 
United States.” An English military officer, 
less than.ten years ago, described the estab- 
lishment of a naval stronghold in British 
Columbia as “holding a pistol to the head 
of San Francisco.” Since then, as Lieut.- 
Commander STOCKTON points out, the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad has been completed, 
connecting Halifax with Esquimault, while 
“‘to take the question of coal alone, in case 
of war with England, were the Puget Sound 
district to pass out of our hands, and there 
is nothing now to prevent it, we would be 
without cosl supply on the Pacific coast, 
except the meagre supply from beyond 
the Cascade ranaa oc the indifferent. 


coal from the Mount Diable regions, East- 
ern coal could not come, on account of the 
maritime preponderance of England, and of 
course the Sydney, Australia, and British 
Columbia supply would at once be cut off.” 
The three reasons, therefore, assigned ty 
this officer for a Puget Sound station are the 
abundance of material for naval purposes 
existing there, the need of supplies and re- 
pair for vessels engaged in protecting the 
coasts and waters of Oregon, Washington 
Territory, and Alaska, and the desirability 
of having an offset for the British station at 
Esquimault. 

The advantages possessed by the Puget 
Sound region for a station of this sort are 
obviously very gfeat. It could furnish any 
one of several commodious harbors, safe 
from storms, so deep as to require no ex- 
pense for dredging; a surrounding popula- 
tion containing men already well skilled in 
the trades connected with shipbuilding; a 
region especially favored in timber, iron ore, 
coal, and healthful water. A yard thus situ- 
ated could also be easily defended from 
attack, either by sea or land, while the 
lines of railfoad communication would con- 
nect it with all parts of the country. Fresh- 
water basins for ironclads would be as- 
sured, while the building of a timber dock 
could be easily and cheaply accomplished. 
Indeed, there aro whole forests at hand of 
excellent timber. 

Still another consideration is the ‘rapid 
growth of a coasting mercantile marine on 
the Pacific shores of the Northwest. The 
statistics on this point give Puget Sound 
a high rank in the tonnage of American 
steam vessels engaged in the foreign trade. 
The products of the salmon fisheries, stock 
raising, wool growing, and the lumber and 
mining interests of that part of the coun- 
try are increasing so rapidly that there is 
no doubt of a steady growth also 
in its merchant marine. With the com- 
pletion of an interoceanic canal the 
commercial importance of the Pacitic 
would, of course, greatly increase. When 
the question of the establishment of such 
a station came up in the Senate, at an ear- 
lier stage of the session, Mr. DOLPH pointed 
out that the Straits of Juan de Fuca afford 
a safe and always accessible entrance to 
Puget Sound, while proper fortifications at 
Deception Pass, Admiralty Head, and Point 
Wilson would defend what isone of the finest 
inland seas on the globe. It would therefore 
seem wise on the part of Congress, while 
considering the question either of coast 
defenses or of navy yards, to give suitable 
attention to the project thus urged by Sec- 
retary WHITNEY and his subordinates.

SETTLING WILL OASES. 
Surrogate Ransom, since the issuance of 
his order in reference to the compulsory settle- 
ment of estates which bave been in the Probate 
Court for an unusually long time, has received 
many letters-from legatees thanking him in the 


atrongest terms. Surrogate Ransom is making 
the investigations as rapidly as possibie in order 
to ascertain what Executors, Administrators, 
and Trustees are delinquent, and then he will 
call upon them to appear before him and settle. 

Some idoa of the work may be given by stat- 
ing that about 6,000 estates come into the Sur- 
rogate’s oltice every year, and there is reason to 
believe that about half which have come jn dur- 
ing the last six years—to which the investiga- 
tions are at present confined—are unsettled. 
The greatest suffering from this neglect of duty 
on the part of Trustees, Administrators, and 
Executors falls of course upon poor legatees, 
oftentimes women, who need the money very 
badly, and who are too timié, if not too ignorant, 
to assert their rights. 

Some curious and pathetic instances of this 
kind have come to the knuwledge of Surrogate 
Ransom since he began his investigations, and 
he is determined henceforward that every 
estate shall be settled up and all the legacies 
and debts paid in the shortest possible time. 
Those in charge of the estates will be heid to the 
strictest accountability.

The self- 
constituted Boycott Committee will meet on 
Wednesday evening at Stuyvesant Hall to or- 
ganize vigilance committees in all the assembly 
districts In the city to boycott pool beer. 

A meeting of locked-out brewers was held 
yesterday afternoon in Caledonian Park, New- 
ark, and was addressed by the: editor of the 
New-Yorker Volkszeitung and Max Adler, late 
editor of the Chicago Arbeiter Zeitung, now editor 
of the Newark Arbeiter Zeitung. The tenor of 
the harangues was “ boycott.”

ANSWEEING MR. FLYNN. 


MR. IVINS REPLIES VERY PLAINLY ANS 
VERY EMPHATICALLY. 

Mr. William M. Ivins, after reading the 

assertions of Maurice B. Flynn, made during the 


course of the aqueduct investigation Saturday, 
gave the following statement: 

“Flynn's statement is largely a mere farrage 
6f stupid falschouds. His misfortunes, the 
natural consequances of his misdeeds, have en. 
livened his imagination, and given anew acidity 
to his spleen. I aided Mayor Grace in destroy. 
iog him and his ring, which saved the city from 
& combination that contained a greater menace 


to it than ever Tweed’s did, for whatever doubt 
there may have been as to what Gov. Hoffman’s 
attitude was, there is no doubt as to the atti- 
tude of Gov. Hill. I must expect to be 
called all sorts of names by every one 
at whose speculations and interests If 
struck a blow. ‘I'he results must speak for 
themselves. Mr. Whitelaw Reid likes it no 
better than Flynn, Squire, or Hiil, for the deal 
was (lesigned, among other thinzs, to help hig 
Senatorial aspirations. The aqueduct ring which 
they worked so hard to consolidate was de 
stroyed and the public works put in the bands 
of Geu. Newton. If Mayor Grace's and my pur. 

oses were what Flynn alleses, why was Gen, 

ewton appointed, when the Ma or had full 
power to fill the vacancy as he pleased? Gen. 
Newton can testify that neither the Mayor nor 
any one in his behalf ever sugested to him thas 
the office be used for auy potitical purpose 
whatever. 

“There are three points in Flynn’s statement 
to which I should hike to refer in detail. The 
tirst is his confirmation of Squire’sstory as to the 
destruction of the letter. He would have it ap- 
pear that the one given me by Thompson was a 
forgery. Itis ausceptible of distinct proof that 
Flynn not only did not believe the letter to have 
been destroyed, but that he himself not only 
repeatediy admitted its existence, but 
characterized Squire’s statements to the 
contrary as a concoction of wuntrutha, 
with which, however, he has now seen 
fittoagree. There was no such claim set up in 
the trial before the Mayor. Squire claimed that 
he believed it to have been destroyed, and thas 
isall. Flynn did not go upon the stand in that 
trial. and Squire admitted the letter as his own 
and did not raise the forgery point before the 
Governor; or, if he did, the Governor did nog 
believe uim, although he had every motive for 
doing so. 

*‘ The second point is this—the alleced conver- 
sation with meas to buying Squire out. The 
only conversation to which he could possibly 
refer occurred after I had the letter. Hae 
came to me and said he had the letter, but that 
Squire did not fear it as he, Squire, had con- 
cocted a story about its destruction that was 
niade out of whole cloth, but which might save 
him. Still, he said: ‘If Mayor Grace will ap- 
point & man to suit me, and you will help me to 
commute Squire’s salary, I think I ean get him 
out.’ He wus playing a desperate came of bluff, 
for he did not have tne letter and didn’t know 
whether [I had it or not I repelled 
his overtures and he went away  with- 
out learning anything. The letter was 
at that time inthe hands of the stereotyper, 
and the charges all drawn and ready for present- 
ation as soon as the copies came from tha 

tinter. I testified to thia fully before the 
Mayor, and now Squire and Flynn have evident- 
ly conspired to turn the tables on me and try to 
make itappear that I wanted to buy and pay 
for something that 1 had not orly had, but that 
could under no possibls circumstances be of the 
least personal denefit to me. 

“The other point is as to the Interview at 
which Mr. Martine was present. You will sea 
that Flynn admits that the attitude of the Gov- 
ernor was a subject of conversation, but that 
the suggestion that the Governor had the power 
of removal was his, Flynn’s, and uot the Gov- 
ernor’s. Headmits that Mr. Martine got angry 
and that thereupon he, Flynn, left tha 
room. But why should Martine have got 
angry at such & mere irresponsible re- 
minder of a well-known matter of law? 
Flyno is cleverly dishonest, but: with 
all his cleverness cannot cover his tracks. Some 
one must do the fighting, and Ido not regret 
having done it, although 1t bas given the crim- 
inals an opportunity to misrepresent me. It ig 
too much to expect that any of them, from the 
higheat to the lowest, will ever forgive me. 
They have got out their choicest aasortment of 
poisons and are using them systematicaily. How- 
ever, he laughs best who lauchs last, and people 
who testify differently in different cases to the 
same state of facts should bave long memories, 
The investigation is not ended.

Secretary Whitney may not only congratulate 
bimself upon the perfect success with which 
the new cruiser Yorktown and the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius were launched yesterday at 


Philadelphia, but also upon the active interest 
in naval matters to which the event has 
given rise. Of the 200 Senators and Representa- 
tives whe went over to the launch as guests of 
the Secretary probably not 20 had ever seen 
any sort of a vessel launched, and hardly 
more thap that number had felt anything like 
personal interest in the proposition looking to 
the building up of anew navy, which had been 
betcre Congress. Judging from the conversa- 
tion of those who saw yeaterday’s launch not 20 
ot the 200 will failto take a personal interest 
in every naval measure which may hereafter be 
introduced. Scores of Congressmen who have 
heretofore been content to vote according to the 
example set by their few party representatives 
on thy Committees on Naval Affairs withont 
pretending to any knowledge of the subject had 
ther thoughts turned in that direction for the 
firs: time yesterday, and will follow up the 
subject. The result ought to be a more intel- 
ligent treatment of bills affecting the navy, 
with all the benefits which that implies. The 
first effect of thia new interest in the navy 
which Secretary Whitney desires to see afloat as 
the great achievement of bis administration is 
likely to be seen when the Naval Appropriation 
bill which has not yet been reported from the 
committee, is taken up. There will be less carp- 
ing av items forthe improvement of the recon- 
structed navy than would have been the case 
had 200 legislators not seen two of the new ves- 
sels launched. It will also make lt easier for 
Chairman Herpert to obtain approval of his re- 
quests for the additional cruisers that are to be 
asked for.

FLAMES IN WILLIAMSB ORG. 


Seannenanem ateeenmeetl } 
LOSSES. ESTIMATED. AT $200,900 AND 
SOME PERSOSS SLIGHTLY .AURT. 

Firemen fought a furious fire in Brooklyn 
yesterday afternoon, and it ate a hole in the 
very heart of the commercial centre of the 
thickly-populated Eastern District. Stover's 
dry goods store at Bedford-avenue and South 
Eighth-street was completely destroyed, and 
property adjoining and in the immediate vicin- 
ity was more or lers damaged, the conflagration 
involving a financial loss estimated at $200,000. 
At onetime 15 separate buildings were ablaze, 
and the big establishment of Smith, Gray & Co. 
at Broadway and Bedford-avenue was in dan- 
ger. Ascore or more families were rendered 
homeless for the time being, and a few minor 
casualties added to the excitement. 

The tire was first discovered 1a Stover’s five- 
story iror-front through a startling crash of 
plate glass. There were several reports, and 
each explosion was followed by a perfect Niag- 
ara of fire and smoke from the main floor. Had 
the store been saturated with kerosene oil the 
fiames could not have mademore rapid progress 
than they did. The whole building was ablaze 
when the tiremen got the first effective stream 
at play. The excitement became intense, and 
every street was choked with spectators. 
The necessity for an efficient insurance pa- 
trol was strongly impressed upon the spec- 
tators. Had there been tarpaulins handy 


they might have been spread over 
a large amount of perishable property in Bed- 


ford-avenue stores in time to protect them from - 


the deluge of water. The Stover store was 
doomed from the outbreak, ana the firemen at 
once turned their attention to property where they 
hada ghostofachance. At the same time they 
had to fignt ashy of the massiveiron front and 
brick side wall of the Stover store, both of which 
subsequently tumbled into Bedford-avenue and 
South Eighth-street with acrash that could be 
heard by persons blocks away. Only one fire- 
man was struck by a brick, but he was not hurt 
seriously. 

Another duty thatthe firemen had to face at 
the beginning was the emptying of the dwelling 
rooms over adjoining stores in the threatened 
block. All the people in perileseaped without 
injury with the exception of a child, who was 
slightly burned. Occupants of buildings on the 
west side of Bedford-avenue who had come out 
to watch the fire were driven inside again by 
the heat. They did not realize their danger 
until the front glass began to crack and wood- 
work to blister andsmoke. The imprisoned men 
and women were helped toescape by the firemen 
who turned a stream onthe block. The fire ex- 
tended from the corner through three four- 
story brick buildings, used for stores and flats, 
and would have touehed the seven-story prop- 
erty of Smith, Gray & Co., further north, but 
for a heavy brick partition wall. The rear of 
the four-story brick building 128 Broadway 
was on fire at one time, and the Union Club- 
house, back of Stover’s, was much damaged. 
The only {buildings destroyed were two helong- 
ing to Edward Smith and W. F. Lippcott, and 
occupied respectively by Edward R. Stover and 
Isauc H. Williams, the latter being a deaier in 
paints and oils. The burning of this stock made 
a stubbern fight for the firemen. 

Smith, Gray & Co’s store swallowed enough 
smoke to damage their stock several thousand 
dollars. Much water also leaked in. The Smith 
building, which was erected in 1873, cost avout 
$90,000. It was insured for $40,000. Stover's 
loss is estimated at $50,000, and he is fully in- 
sured. He was at Coney Island when the Hire 
broke out, and drove home as fast as his horse 
could gu. In turning the last corner the buggy 
capsized, and the excited dry goods man nar- 
rowly escaped injury. Smith, Gray & Co. said 
their building was damaged $3,000 and 
their stock $30,000. The top. floor of 
the Stover store was filled with furniture in 
storage, and it all went in the general wreck. 
Amoug the losers by the fire were Joseph ©. 
Prinz, Charles Luger, Mrs. L. D. Moore, Mrs, 
Pierce, Miss Evans, Charles Reed, Dr. Hoyt, 
George W. Brown, F. G. Smith, Theodore Wenz- 
lik, A. G. Brown, the Jeffrey estate, E. A. 
Hathaway, Stewart & Co., George W. Walton, 
Louis Turk, Mrs. Burgess, John Dressell, E. 8. 
Smith, aud Gurdes & Sturcker. Their losses 
ranze from $200 to $5,000. District Engineer 
John Fanning, Fireman Matt Donnelly, Assist- 
ant Foreman Owney Campbell, and Effie Albert- 
son, Were the names of those slightly injured.

ter, and he found it necessary,to conferin person 
with those of his cronies who had beceme in- 
volved with him in the peculiar political schemes 
connected with that important work, his 
satellites secured him an invitation to makea 
speech on Saturday night at the flag presenta- 
tion to the Sixty-ninth Regiment at Madison- 

Square Garden. Under the guise of that invita- 

tion he came to town and held conferences with 

some of the persons who are largely concerned 
with him :n the aqueduct entanglements. 

Gov. Hill did not go near the committee 
of the Senate that has been making things 
warm for him, nor did he demand an op- 
portunity to tell under oath his story 
ot his connection with the transactions 


that bave involved his name discreditably with 
the joebery that has been disclosed. Wnhile Mau- 
rice B. Flynn was struggiiog in the grasp of the 
Senate investigating committee, Gov. Hill was 
dedging foul tips and howling his approbation 
of two-base hits from the Directors’ box in 
the grand stand at the baseball grounds, 
to whic his position secured him free 
admission. He had wade things as secure as 
possible before he ventured upon his baseball 
diversion by a& long conference with John 
O’Brien, the aqueduct contractor and Demo- 
cratic State Committeeman, who indorsed his 
ten-thousand-dollar note aud subsequently paid 
it. In his usual indifferent manner he said that 
he was willingto go before the Senate com- 
mittee at any time they might call upon him and 
tell the story of his connection with the aque- 
duct matter, but he did not say that he wouid 
insist upon being summoned to teatify. 

After the baseball game he returned to the 
Hoffman House and held another conference 
with John O’Brien. After dinner he went to the 
Madison-Square Garden and made his speech to 
the militia and its relatives and guests. Then 
he attended the celebration by the Volunteer 
Firemen’s Association and made another speech, 
and then he went back to the hotel, where he 
found a few friends awaiting him, among them 
his former partner and alleged confidant, C. P. 
Bacon, ex Senator Grady, Goroner Levy, Ros- 
well P. Flower, and John O’Brien again. He 
held another long conference with O’Briesn, and 
then, at a late hour, went to bed. 

Yesterday morning Gov. Hill arose and took 
as much comfort with his breakfast out of the 
morning papers as he could. About noon ex- 
Congressman Calkins called upon him, and they 
went driving in Central Park. On his return he 
found Col. Judson of his ataff, Aqueduct Com- 
missioner Ridgway, and ex-Partner Bacon wait- 
ing for him.

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THE ASSEMBLY REPAIRS, 


PLANS AND. ESTIMATES OF COMMISSIONER 
PERRY. | 

ALBANY, April 29;—In considering the bill 
which itreported Thursday, providing for repairs 
to the Assembly Chaniher ceiling and other 
parte of the Capitol, the Assembly Appropria- 
tions Committee had before it some interesting 
plans and estimates for the work, submitted by 
Mr. I. G, Perry, the Commissioner of the new 
Capitol, In amending its bill at the direction 
ot the Assembly, which gaye the comnit- 
tee pemission to add either Mr. Charles B, 
Andrews, Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
or Mr. Perry, or both, to the commission to su- 
perintend the repairs the committee saw fit to 
ignore Mr. Perry; nevertheless, his estimates 
and plans are before the committee, and are 
worthy attention, With his estimates ofthe cost 
of the work Commissioner Perry submitted 
designs or sketches showing the appearance of 


the Assembly Chamber with such a ceiling as he 
suggests and for which be has prepared eati- 
mates. The design, whichis fora timber ceil- 
ing, he describes in these words: 

“The four gravite columns would remain in 
their present position, and their height would be 
increased about 6 feet. On these granite col- 
umns would rest Phenix wrougkt iron columns, 
extendiag up the necessary height to receive 
and support the wrought-iron girders to which 
the wood finish would be secured. Oak beams 
would extend from column to column on four 
sides, dividing the centre section into three 
spaces transversely, which would be on a level 
surface, and be subdivided with lighter beams 
framed into the longitudinal beams above re- 
ferred to to the outer walls, and be subdivided 
similarly to thecentre section. The spaces be- 
tween the beams would be filled in with framed 
and molded panel work.” 

The design represents the north and south sec- 
tions of the ceiling as sloping at an angle of 15 
degrees from the centre section to the walls, the 
three sections forming a ceiling that would tn- 
sure good acoustic properties to the Assembly 
Chamber—a very important consideration. The 
ceiling would be constructed of oak. The ver- 
tical posts extending from the columns to the 
longitudinal boams, the main ribs, the corbels at 
the ends of the beams, and the ribs surroundin 
the panel work would all be decorated with bold 
carving. The oak ceiling would be supported 
between the bearings by wrought-iron trusses 
and rolled wrought-iron beams. 

The construction ofa new ceiling would of 
course require that the present one of stone 
should first be taken down. The ceiling is now 
partially supported by the scaffolding erected by 
Commissioner Perry in February. To complete the 
shoring up and centring preparatory to taking 
down the stonework would cost, the Commis- 
sioner estimates, $16,500. The removal of the 
ceiling and of such part of the walls as will 
have to come down would cost $17,200, making 
an expenditure of $33,200 necessary in order 
to clear the way for the construction of the 
new ceiling. Building in arches and 
atrengthening the wulis at either end of the 
chamber would cost $29,000; ashlar lining for 
the walls, $14,976; reconstructing the walls 
supporting the west-gallery, $10,100; vesti- 
bule walls at the east and west ends of the 
chamber, $7,500; granite for extending the 
four granite columns, $4,200; taking down 
and resetting balustrade on the north side of 
the chamber, and repairing the walls, $3,500; 
lining gutters with copper, $7,457; putting 
giaas in 20 upper windows, $4,160, and repair- 
ing the galleries at the east end of the chamber 
over the entrance, $5,500. 

To construct the ironwork necessary to carry 
a new wooden ceiling will cost $19,433, and 
other ironwork, including the shoring up of the 
iron roof, $6,000; walls, doorways, and other 
work will add $2,700 to the expense, and on top 
of that comes $63,830 for the ceiling itself, 
making a total of $212,059 10: To this the 
Commissioner adds 10 per cent. for contingen- 
cies—superintendence, clerk hire, &c.—fetching 
the grand total for putting the Assembly Cham- 
ber in shape up to $233,265 01. This, however, 
includes two additional rooms, one for smoking 
and the other for ‘‘consultation,” each about 20 
feet square and opening off the Assembly 
Chamber. rigs 

In addition tothe repairs and alterations upon 
the Assembly Chamber «Commissioner Perry 
furnished the Appropriations Committee with 
plans and estimates~-for certain other necessary 
work which the commission provided for in the 
committee’s bill is to have done. This includes 
the removal of the ground arehes and other re- 
pairsin tke golden corridor, now used as the 
state Law Library, at a cost of $35,293 50; re- 
pairs to the rooms row occupied by the General 
Library, $2,186 25, and rebuilding the Assem- 
bly staircase at a cost of $63,800. Here is a 
recapitulation of the totals: :

The sum asked for in the bill prepared by the- 
Appropriations Committee is $350,000. It is 
believed that the plans and estimates of Com- 
missioner Perry are worthy of more serious cun- 
sideration than any other likely to be submitted 
tothe commission, He isa competent architect 
and builder, with a professional reoord of which 
he may be proud, and thoroughly appreciates 
the magnitude and diguity of the work which 
must be doue, not only in the repairs now con- 
— but in the completion of the Capitol 
teelf. 


CONEY ISLAND:-ALIVE AGAIN. 


ITS OLD FREQUENTERS PAY IT A _ SPRING 
VISIT. 

Those who have loved Coney Island in 
the past gathered themselves together yesterday 
for a visit to the famous -resort. The balmy air 
and the bright sunshine were the baits which 
lured them on. The Bay Ridge Ferry, making 
hourly trips connecting with the railways, 
carried thousands to the sesshore. There wasa 
band on each boat, making everybody feel at 
home with old familiar airs—* White Wings” and 


the ** Lullaby” from “Erminoie” among the rest. 
The hat was passed around in thesame old way, 
and the passengers were satistied that the Win- 
ter had been but a dream and that yesterday 
was a continuation of last year’s Coney Island 
season. 

A few hundred feet from the steamboat land- 
ing at Bay Ridge, boysin swimming were add- 
ing very materially to the idea tliat Summer 
was here. Along the railway the grass was 
green, the birds were singing, and the willows 
were swaying their slender boughs about in the 
gentle wind. Long before the beach. coulda be 
seen the roar of the surf could be heard and the 
chill of a sea breeze refreshed those whose ener- 
gy had carried them so far along the way from 
the warmer air of New-York. At West Brighton, 
flags werej flying,. bands were playing, crowds 
were swarming and trying in some instances to 
eat the pies and doughnuts which were fre- 
quently recegnized by private marks or other 
wise as having belonged to the stock of 
last year. Only the restaurants and the 
bars were open. The iron piers were 
deserted, and tbe hotel, aside from floating 
flags, gave no evidence of an awakening to life. 
Bauer’s big restaurant and beer hall was the 
centre of attraction. lt was kept full of people 
all day, and many inquiries were made by the 
friends of the proprietor, Paul Bauer, regarding 
the malady whieh necessitated his removal to 
Bloomingdale Asylum on Saturday. Mr. 
Bauer's friends think that business troubles 
drove him crazy, but they are not 60 much cast 
down since they have been informed by Mr. 
Bauer’s physician that probably ne will be re- 
stored to his pormal eondition in the course of a 
few months. Thousands of people were taking 
the air between West Brighton and Brighton, 
and looked longingly at the surf, which wil! not 
be warm enough to bathe in tor many weeks to 
come. 

Brighton Beach Hotel, still resting on the flat 
cars which bore it from too dangerous a proxim- 
ity with the water, is in position tor ita founda- 
.tion, ita broad front looking complacently at tne 
band pavilion, which stands 200 or 300 feet out 
in the surfon spindling piles which serve to 
keep its skirts out of the mud. The band pavil- 
jon and the Brighton Beach Hotel restaurant 
and bathing house have get to be rewoved from 
the clutches of the ever-encroaching waves. 

At 6:10 the last train by way of Bay Ridge 
started for New-York. It was then very chilly, 
and when the sun had aunk behina a bauk of 
clouds, and almost the last of tne previous sea- 
son’s pies had disappeared, thers were few peo- 
ple left behind to witness the scene of loveliness 
whioh the island presented in the dim twilight

VICTIM OF ATMOSPHERE 


TRYING TO EXPLAIN OOL, 
SHEPARD'S COURSE. 


HIS ACTION IN TRYING TO CONTROL 
THE FIFTH-AVENUE STAGE COMPA- 
NY AND GLIMPSES AT THE CAUSE, 

A meeting of the Directors of the Fifth- 
Avenue Stage Company is to be held early this 
week, when it is expected “Col,” Elliott F. Shep- 
ard will show his hand even more plainly than 
he has piready, THE TIMES'S exposure yester- 
day of how “Col.” Shepard was using a news- 
paper to bear the company’s stock, while all the 
time he was buying what he wae trying to in- 
duce other people to sell, attracted much atten- 
tion and provoked lively comments in circles 
not only where the stage company’s interests 
lodge but from men who independently meas- 
ured up the bear campaign from the standpoint 
of common honesty. 

Some years ago (before he went abroad for his 
long stay) ‘‘Col.” Shepard established what 
isnow known as the Columbia National Bank, 
on Fifth-avenue, at Forty-second-street. Hedid 
not ¢a'l it the Columbia National, however. 
That sort of a designation was much too com- 
monplace and prosy to suit his tastes, and one 
morning Fifth-avenue was greeted with a flam- 
ing gilt sign whose legend was, “The Bank 
of Banks.” . People had laughed a little 
over the Shepardesqueness of this, and they 
laughed more, not dissenting, when the story 
tellers began to retail what passed current for 
the comment of another member of the Vander- 
bilt contingent—a wee bit of an epic inspired on 
the spot when the flaring sign first confronted 
him: 

“The Bank of Banks, 
Started 
By 
The crank of cranks.” 

As poetry that little improvisation limped 
somewhat perhaps, but that did not prevent its 
reception with applause. And yesterday on all 


sides the rhyme was remembered and quoted 
over and over. 

Still, thera were not many men who were in- 
clined to explain away the ‘ Culonel’s” bear 
onsiaughts upun stock which he wanted to 
purchase by insisting that he thus was only 
showing personal eccentricities. One or two 
wits at the Windsor Hotel, where the * Colonel” 
and his bear eampaign were a ood deal taiked 
about during the day, did produce a defense 
of the good-text editor that had at least 
the merit of novelty. His bear tactics were 
readily explained, they urged, on purely 
scientific grounds, and they evolved the 
theory that the ‘Colonel’ is the victim of 
atmospheric pressure. When he stepped into 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field’s editorial shoes, argue the 
philosophers, he became at once subject to Mr. 
Cyrus W. Field’s “controlling conditions,’”’ as 
Mme, Diss Debar would put it. The air of the 
sanctum was overcharged with stock-jubbing 
influences,and he was powerless to stand before 
it. His new atwosphere was too much for him. 
He fell a victim just as his traiy good predeces- 
sorfell. Atmospheric pressure—-what avenues 
of new quest are opened to the inquiring 
psychologist! 

It is very probable that at the next meeting of 
the Fiftn-Avenue Stage Company’s Directors— 
two-thirds of whom at present are avowedlv an- 
iagonistic to “Col.” Shepard's schemes—action 
will be taken intended to be decisive at least on 
the question of running the stages on Sundays, 
The Sunday trips ure not only profitable, but the 
Directors aver that the public insists on the 
service, ; 

At the recent meeting of the Directors re- 
ferred to in yesteruay’s TINcs there was a very 
lively scene. Ten of the 13 Directors were pres- 
ent, including such well-knuwn New-Yorkers as 
President Ely Godard, Eugene M. Earle, Arnold 
Leo, F. P. Osborn, Charles Delmenico, and Wiil- 
iam Woodwara, Jr. It being stated that Mr. 
Eidridge of the Knickerbocker Trust Compan 
had resigned from the Directory, Director Wood- 
ward moved that W. L. Skidmore be chosen to 
fill the vacancy, and itwas so voted. Tuen Di- 
rector Woodward handed in the resignatior of 
his friend Director W. F. Wharton, and moved 
that Mr. John H. Watson of the Columbia Bank 
should be elected Director Wharton’s successor. 
This started the breeze. 

**What sort of a programme is this, anyhow?” 
interjected Director Eugene M. Earle, 

Director Woodward spoke soothingly. Mr. 
Watson was eminently qualitied to be a 
Director of the stage company, be said. 

“Or course he is,” persisted Mr. Earle. 
‘*Nobody can say anything agaiust Mr. Watson. 
He is an honorable man. But what [ want to 
know 18 what policy he is coming into the 
Directory to represent.” 

“T move,” said Director Woodward, “that ex- 
Director Wharton address the board on this 
subject.” 

**Why?”’ interposed Mr. Earle. “ We've just 
accepted Mr. Wharton’s resignation. He’s no 
longer a mewber of the boar. It strikes me as 
a piece of presumption for an outsider to think 
about coming into our meeting and tell us what 
to do, what assoeiates to choose.” 

Director Earle had just got a glimpse of the 
prepured programme, which included the resig- 
nations of Director Woodward and Director s. 
A. Walsh, one at a time, each man practivally 
naming his own . successor, each man, too, 
having sold out his stock. 


Director Woodward began to lose patience at 
the unkind interjections of Director Earle. 
“The gentlemen uamed for new members of 
the board,” he said, “are friends of ‘Col.’ 
Elliott F. Shepard, who has become a very large 
owner of the stock of the stage company, and 
is therefore fully entitled to representation.” 
Then Director: Woodward recited a list of 
benefits that “Col.” Shepard proposed to con- 
fer upon the company as soon as he got the 
swing. 

** Well,” remarked Director Earle, brusquely, 
‘this proceeding strikes me asa great piece of 
impudence. This man Shepard has been the 
Fifth-Avenue Stage Line’s bitterestenemy. He 
has fought itin the courts and attacked it in 
the pewspapers. He has gone around abusing 
everything and everybody connected with it. 
He has advertised the fact that good men have 
sold their stock, and has tried to wake the pub- 
lic 4nd every other stockbolder believe that 
those who soid were glad to do 80 at great sac- 
rifices, because the company was mismanaged 
and without any prospects. And yet the very 
stock that was sold this same man bought, and 
he holds it to-day, and on the strepgth ef it he 
has the impertingnce to try to pack this board 
with Directors who will follow him.” 

Director Woodward sought to tell some more 
about the abundant good things which would 
come to the -ompany as svon as “Col.” Shep- 
ard wag in control; but Director Earle was not 
in a nood to be easily pacified. 

“It’s all well enough to talk about the benefits 
that will accrue from ‘Col.’ Shepard’s control,” 
he said, “ but as for me, 1 don’t want avy of his 
propositions unless they are in writing, fur any 
man who bas said what he has said about this 
company, and done what he has done against 
it, should be put where he can be held ever 
time to his contracta.” : 

This surt of talk was not tending to bring 
harmony with any quickness, and Director 
Woodward, turning to President Ely-Godard, 
said: 

“Mr. President, you knew all about this plan; 
you understood who of * Col.’ Shepard’s friends 
were to fill these places, now why is it that all 
this— 

“The objection ls new to ma,” responded Mr. 
Ely-Godard. ‘I am not the one who is putting 
obstacles in your way.” 

“‘T move that all numinations be laid on the 
table,” interposed Director Earle. The motiun 
was carried. ‘ Col.” Shepard’s friends, who had 
beea waiting developments on the outside, went 
disappointed away. 

It was stated yesterday by one of the most re- 
sponsible brokers in New-York that on the very 
day when the “Colonel” printed his now famous 
bear card, parading the names of stockbolders 
who had sold out ‘as low as 37g per cent.,” the 
“Colonel” himself had brokers out bidding 50 
for the stock. 

There are men identified closely with the Fifth- 
Avenue Stave Company who believe they have 
a clear understanding of * Col.” Eliiott F. Shep- 
ard’s scheme. They pooh-pooh utterly tne 
theory that he seeks simply to preserve Fifth- 
avenue’s Sunday sacredness. He is aiming at 
a ‘‘deal,” they say, which has a far-reaching 

urpose—a deal in which New-York will havea 
arge and very decided interest. He has in 
view, according tothis theory ,(whicb has believ- 
ers in the staxe company’s Board of Directors,) 
a scheme for putting a@ street car line on Filtn- 
avenue. Hie declared purpose of extending the 
stage route to Desbrosses Ferry is but the fore- 
runuer of this plan, it is argued. A street car 
line all the way up Fifth-avenue? Oh,no. The 
entira Vanderbilt family is against that, havi.gz 
magnificent residences that would not be helped 
by the perpetual serenade of street oar bells, 
But the Vanderbilts, owning the Madison- 
avenue street car line, have a ready key 
to this situation. It is said to be 
on tke cards to build a line trom the Madison- 
avenue tracks through Forty-tifth or Forty-sixth- 
street to Fifth-avenue, and theove down over 
the stage route to Desbrosses-Street Ferry. [t 
is not hard to see how valuable this would be in 
connection with the Madison-avenue line, and it 
is argued that it would in no wise conflict with 
the wishes of Fifth avenue property holders, in- 
asmuch as it would pot-intrude into the real 
residence district of the avenue, it being claimed 
that from Forty-sixth-street down town the ave- 
nue is now practically a business thorough- 
fare, or at least so largely 80 that a majority of 
property holders would be inclined to welcome 
rather than retard a horse car line, 

However, Fifth-avenue’s street car tracks are 
not down just yet.

ATURE OF 87 DEGRERS, 

Just as many degrees of pride were ex- 
pressed upon the faces of the cheap, little, fitty- 
cent thermometers ason the faces of the big 
ones yesterday, only the little fellows were in 
great danger of bursting for iack of room to ex- 
pandin. They were stretching themselves like 
@® man with the Spring fever, and were not 
satisfied until they had registered 87° 
in the shade. If New-York continues 
to display such a patchwork of 
weather as it has since March 1 there 
will be calls ‘for the removal of the weather 
factory at Bismarck, Dakota, to the metropolis. 
Such great changes in temperature, too, causes 
the mercury in the thermometers to jump about, 
thus wearing out the glass tubes. Owing to the 
sudden changes in temperature it is thought 
that many New-Yorkers will have to buy new 
thermometers. Yesterday, for instance, the 


temperature changed 22° in three hours. Fri- 
| an Was a change of 13°, and Saturday 
o ; 

The warm weather is due to an eccentricity in 
the movewent of the area of low barometer. A 
storm centre, which should have mvuved east- 
ward if it had any regard for precedent, persist- 
ed in racing up the Mississippi Valley iast Fri- 
day, with rain and cold weather in its wake. 
Then a wave of warmth stole up through the 
Gulf of Mexico aud made a graceful curve from 
Lonisiana to the north, landing in New-York 
justin time for the theatrical matinées on Sat- 
urday. People permitted themselves to be over- 
come by languor on Saturday in a temperature 
of 76°, and on Sunday, in a temperature of 87° 
at 3 o'clock, sought escape into the country—as 
many of them as could get there. 

But New-York was not alone in her sufferings 
with a high temperature and Winter flannels. In 
Baitimore and Philadelphia at 3 o'clock it was 
88°, while further south, in Memphis, the people 
were comfortablein a temperature of 76° At 
Chicago and St. Paul the people are .stili cling- 
ing to blankets and overceats. It was only 34° 
at St. Paul yesterday. and only 38° at Chicago. 
While New-York was suffering yesterday it 
would have deen little consolation to Know that 
the highest temperature of one year ago was 
only 58°. .

QUESTION UNSETTLED. 

Yesterday’s pleasant weather sent a host 
of people interested in thoroughbred horses to 
the race tracks to see the horses do their Sunday 
afternoon gallops, and pick up what information 
they could get as to how the horses that are to 
appear at the Brookiyn meeting, now buta lit- 
tle over two weeks away, are doing. There 
were plenty of stories afloat to be retailed to the 
anknown visitor. A comparison of notes among 
these amateur racing men last cvening would 
produce this result. One set of men had Hano- 
ver, Kingston, and every other animal entered 
for the great handicaps broken down, lame, or 
rnmiss in some way, and another set had every 
one of the same lot of horses in splendid condi- 
tion, fit to race for a wan’s life, and sure to win 
both the Brooklyn and Suburban Handicaps. 
The conclusion to be drawn from this widely 
varying lot of gossip is that the stables are keep- 
ing their secrets as to the condition of the horses 
more closely than ever, if possible, and that he 
who wishes to indulge in ante-post betting must 


do so at his own risk, and rather on the form of 
the horses last year than on any reliable infor- 
mation they can guther about them this year. 


Here is a bit of information from Chester- 
brook about acouple of horses that are entered 
in nearly allthe big handicaps of the season. 
These are The Bard and Eurus. Both are re- 
ported to bein prime condition, and the partic- 


ularly interesting bit of gossip about them is 
thatina mile and a quarter trial during the 
latter part of last week [be Baru gave Lurus 15 
Pounds and a very guvod beating in a good stiff 
gallop. The disseminator of this information is 
alsv xutbority for the statement that Mr. Hue- 
gins, who trains Mr. Cassatt’s horses, not only 
pays that The Bard will start in the Brookiyn 
Handicap, but that he will win it,no mater 
what horses start. If Eurus was the Eurus he 
was When be won the Suburban last year, and 
The Bard beat him as easily as he is said to 
have done, then The Burd is certainly @ great 
horse this year, ayd one that a betting man will 
ao well to “tie upto.” Like all Longfellows, 
The Bard seems to improve with age, aud, if he 
bas as fully recovered from his trouble of last 
year as Mr. Huggins thinks he has, he will make 
eny borse that beats him this Summer know 
Jkat be has been to the Traces. 


Saxeny is the most Gangerous horse in the 
handicaps, forhe isin splendid trim, fast as a 
ghost, sound as a dollar, and if he should hap- 
pen to be out for the mouey in either of the 


great handicaps and holds#s good as he is to- 
day, he will beat a great many snore horses in 
@ither event than beat him. Hishoof has healed 
perfectly, and he apparently cannot get work 
enough, He willcertainly start at Brooklyn, 
unless some accident now wholly unforseen 
prevents.

Even the most 
moral of Washingtonians couldn't find that 
betting in agen A machine was more moral 
than wagering their money in thebooks. As 
for the auction pools, no one patronized them 
because the small bettor could not piace his 
money there, ands “ plunge’ by a heavy bettor 
on one horse wunld prevent any one from buy- 
ing any of the other horses, and so the “plung- 
er” got nothing like the odds he should have 
against his wager. 

It is the small bettor who pays his money to 
go tothe races. Ths heavy bettor always wears 
@ complimentary badge. The man who wagers 
only $5 or $10 on a racein order to get his ad- 
mission money back wants two chances, so he 
buys a ‘horse for a place. He can’t do itas 
French pools are run nowadays. If the jockey 
clubs will insist upon forcing these betting 
machines on the public they should .also 
insist that Mr. Kelly shall put in machines 
for both straight and place betting in 
order to accommodate the thousands who go 
to thetracks daily, and who by betting their 
money enable him and his like to live like 
Princes, aud enable the jockey clubsto give 
enormous purses, pay heavy dividends, support 
pleasant clubhouses at the track and elubrooms 
in town, and allow ali their officers a salary of 
$5,000 a yeareach for doing about a month’s 
work in the cuurse of a year. With straight and 
place betting and honest men in charge of the 
machines instead of a bookmaker and horse 
owner, French mutual machiues would be much 
less objectionable than they promise to be under 
the proposed arrangement.

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DISS DEBAR OHILDREN. 


THEIR CASE TO BE CONSIDERED ON 
TUESDAY. 

Justice Kilbreth went to the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday to decide who 
should have the custody of the Diss Debar chil- 
dren—Alice Mesant, who is 14 years old, and 
“ Dodo,” who is 8 years old. The children were 
produced by Acting Superintendent Stocking 
of Mr. Gerry’s society, who made affidavit that 
the children were not properly cared for or in 
proper custody, and that their mother and her 
reputed husband were in priéon. 

George T.C. Solomon of 126 West Thirty- 
fiftn-street and 1,268 Broadway, Mme. Diss De- 
bar’s brother, made an affidavit to the effect that 
his sister married Paul Noé! Mesant, who died, 


and that Alice was his daughter. Her mother, 
he said, had been living with Joseph Diss Debar, 
who was not her husband, and whose wife and 
children are at 815 Norris-street, Philadelphia. 
He did not believe that ‘* Dodo” was his sister's 
child. She was bringing up Alice as a spiritual- 
ist, and he considered that her home influences 
were bad, and that it would be desirable to have 
Alice and Julia out of her control. 

Justice Kilbreth signed an order to the effect 
that the case should next be heard at the 
Tombs, at 9:30 A. M., on Tuesday; thatin the 
meanwaile the children would remain in the 
custody of Mr. Gerry's society, and that notice 
to this effect should be served on Mme. Diss De- 
bar to-day. 

Mrs. J. W. Randall, who lives in Washington- 
avenue, near One Hundred and Sixty-seventh- 
street, had charge of Mme. Diss Debar's chil- 
dren, Alice and “Dodo,” for just one week end- 
ing iast Saturday. They were taken tober by 
Douglass Stewart, Mr. Marsh’s nephew, who 
stated to Mrs. Randall that Mr. Marsh bad or- 
dered them removed from. his house forthwith. 
Mrs. Randall told a TIMES reporter thatin July, 
1885, she oecupied a suite of rooms in the apart- 
ment honse 29 Bank-street. Mme. Diss Debar 
also had a suite in the house, and Mrs. Randall’s 
children and those of Mine. Diss Debar became 
playmates. On one occasion, when Mme. Diss 
Debar had gone away on 4 lecturing tour, as 
she said, her daughter Alive was taken ill, and 
Mrs. Randall nursed her until she recovered. 
The girl conceived a very deep attachment for 
Mrs. Randall during her sickness, and when Mr, 
Marsh ordered her and her sister from his nouse 
she asked to be taken to Mrs. Randall’s home.

A tug 
steamed up in time to towthe sloop to the 
Jersey flats, where she lies beached. T'wo men 
on the sloop were rescued vy the ferryboat. 
There were between 300 and 400 passengers on 
the fterryboat, making tueir way toa Midland 
Railroad train. They escaped uninjured. and 
the ferryboat was not damaged. The pilot of 
the ferryboat says that no lizhts were displayed 
on tbe sloop, but the rescued seamen declare 
that a green light was shown.
